Mr. Speaker: So far as the motion is concerned, this is x 
very irrelevant matter. Please conclude. 

ep. serueail goed: apgacong’ anna UAH ayemaow| 
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Shri? K. Balakrishna Menon: Sir, the charge sheet against the 
ministry is a long one, and the eounts are many. In order to 
focus the attention of the House on the cardinal points ‘at issue, 
I willtry to bring all the various counts under two distinct 
heads; those pertaining to the integrity of character of the 
ministers, and those pertaining to the incompetency of the 
cabinet and of the administration. The one, I may call the moral 
part of the motion and the other, the political part of it. 


Sir, in disposing of both these motions, itis my submission 
that the same set of rules cannot be applied; for this reason, that 
on political issues there is no common ground between the 
various political parties. Such issues are, in the ordinary 
acknowledged way, disposed of by a division of the House; in 
other words, by a counting of the heads or hands. But the same 
method cannot be adopted in regard tothe moral issue that is 
involved in the motion. ‘ 


Sir, regarding the moral issue, there is absolutely no differ. : 


ence between the various political parties; there is common 
ground. Purity of administration, depending upon integrity of 
character is as much an essential necessity for the Treasury 
Benches as for the Opposition. Therefore, in such cases, my 
submission fs that this matter cannot be disposed of by calling 
on the House to divideitself into Pro or Against. It follows, 
that from this different treatment of these respective issues, 
different results would flow. The moral issue is one in which 
every member of the House, irrespective of party, is interested, 
and if that is to be disposed of, the only course for the ministry 
is to go out; whereas, if the political issue is to be disposed of, 
in accordance with the accepted principle of dividing the House, 
then the party in power must go. I have stated that, so far as 
the political issue is concerned, the method adopted is dividing 
the House, but in regard to the moral issue, what exactly is the 
standard, or the test to be applied, is a matter for the House to 
consider. So far as I know, there are only two tests laid down; 
one, the test laid down by Mahatma Gandhi and the other, that 
laid down.by the Penal law, or common law of the country. 
Mahatma Gandhi has laid down the ideal of Ram Rajya. You all 
know what Ram did on the barest whisper against the chastity 
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of his wife. He did not call Press Conference; he did not suggest 
to the Reporters that the party might go to a Court of Law. But 
he merely abandoned his wife. Thatisone method. The other 
is to rush to a Court of Law and to sue for libel or slander. The 
aggrieved party can go to a Court of Law; there the evidence 
will be recorded and ultimately the Judge will dispose of the 
case on its merits. I would suggest that both these tests are only 
extremes. We have necessarily to takea via media. That via 
media, according to me is this; where the charge is made by an 
individual whose character is not questioned, whose motive is 
not disputed, whose word is taken as true by the people at large 
without the least hesitation, in such cases, a sphinx like attitude 
is not to be adpoted by the person charged. At the same time, I 
would say that either of the two alternatives is not welcome. If 
any Tom, Dick or Harry at acorner of the street were to say 
something libellous it is not possible for a ministry to tender its 
resignation or to rush to a Court of law. The only test that is 
acceptable is the test of the faith of the people in the person who 
makes the allegations. Applying these principles to the present 
case, I believe that we have necessarily to attach some import- 
ance to the version that has been given by Shri Srikantan Nair 
who happens to be a leader of a major political organisation, who 
happens to be no less a person than a Member of the House of 
People and who, if 1 have understood correctly, is held in high 
esteem in Travancore-Cochin. When sucha person like him 
throws a challenge accepting the responsibility, the people, 
without taking the trouble of ascertaining the truth or veracity, 
believe it and they lose their faith in the purity of the admini- 
stration. And, when a people loses faith in the administration, 
in my humble opinion, it is the greatest danger to the working of 
democracy in this country. 

Now, you members of the Treasury Bench who profess faith 
in democracy and we, the Praja-socialists who also profess faith 
in democracy, if between us on this point there is no difference 
of opinion. If you believe integrity of character, as essential this 
shall not he made the subject-matter ofa controversy. There is 
absolutely no necessity for the House to divide on this issue. It 
is for the Treasury Benches to accept that part of the motion. 
The only consequence will be that the present administration 
will have to go or the individual concerned will have to go. 


Now, let us look on the other side, that is,the political side. 
1 do not propose to dilate much upon this matter, because I feel 
that it is mot going to serve any purpose. Times without 
number we, on this side have been pressing on the Government 
to do something substantial for the amelioration of the conditions 
of the people. But.itseems that the Treasury Benches take it in 
avery light way: I am worried only on one account. Today, 
the masses at large are onthe cross-roads—cross-roads, 1 mean 
not of democracy and socialism but between Democratic 
Socialism or Totalitarianism. Propaganda is not wanting on 
either side. But you should consider the predisposition of. the 
masses. It is impossible for them to study the economic principles 
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If it istold them that it is possible, and very easily possi- 
ble to divide the riches of the world by resorting to violence— 
that, violence being the only solution for the doings of autocracy, 
they believe it. Therefore it is] have been saying that time is 
up for you to be doing something; but time does not seem to be 
a matter of concern to the Congress Benches at all. I can best 
sum up their attitude in the famous lines of a Persian Poet: 

“What boots it to repeat. 

Time is slipping underneath the feet” 

Dead yesterday unborn to-morrow 

Why fret about them if to-day be sweet” 

That is the attitude. I, therefore, support the motion. I 
have nothing more to add.

If a speech is unparlia- 
mentary or an unparliamentary word is used the Chair is vigilant 
about that. But ifthe hon. Members make frequent interrup- 
tions, when the Member on his legs is not yielding, it cannot be 
allowed.

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My, Speaker: If it is sub judice, there is an end of it. 
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Myr. Speaker: I deprecate that kind of remark and I warn 
the hon.

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Mr. Speaker: May I know what is the ministerial responsi- 
bility in that affair? 
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Shri M. M. Abdul Khader: I have been listening to the 
speeches made by hon. Members on the anti-labour repressive 
policy pursued by Government. I remember withhorror the 
Pasumalai slaughter where an unkonwn number of labourers 
were shot dead in order that a European’s lunch may not be 
delayed. Sir, in this connection I am specially entitled to 
talk because itis in my constituency of Alwaye that this anti- 
labour policy and police repression were first put into practice. 
I cannot but remember with intense horror the lathi charge on 
the workers of the Pottery Works in April last. I was there on 
the spot just a minute after the occurrence. I have seen with 
my own eyes people bleeding and women lying on the road un- 
conscious. There was the Manager of the Company on the spot, 
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one Mudaliar. He was standing there as though ordering the 
Circle Inspector to conduct the lathi charge. We should remember 
that a strike was going on in the factory for about 25 days. The 
Labour Minister had come down thrice to make propaganda for 
his party. There was no interference on his part. He was, so to 
say, abetting the Manager to subdue the workers by starvation, 
It is only after finding that the spirit of the workers would not 
be deadened. by starvation that two van loads of police went 
to the spot to make lathi charge. The workers had been starving 
for 25 days. It was at the instance and upon the intervention 
of the hon.Leader of the Opposition, the leader of the toiling 
people of the land that, this matter was settled in the presence 
of the Labour Minister himself. Certain terms were arrived at, 
But what has happened? The agreement has been torn to pieces 
by the management. There have been many protests. Recently 
there has been a boycott of the bonus and satyagraha with the 
same factory because the management would not respect the 
terms of settlement entered into before the Labour Minister. 


Sir, this Government is pursuing an anti-labour | policy 
which is being finally put into practice by the Police Minister at 
Pasumala. 


Mr, Speaker: Order, order. The House will now adjourn 
and re-assemble at 2’O clock. 


The House rose for lunch at 1p.M. and reassembled at 
2p. mM. with Mr. Speaker in the chair. 


Shri M. M. Abdul Khader: I have been telling the 
House that the first shot of the Congress anti-labour repressive 
policy was first fired at Alwaye.I have placed before the House 

the facts about the Standard Potteries Factory at 

2p.m. Alwaye. On the very same day of the lathi chargelon 

the Standard Potteries, on the very same evening, 

the same police zoolum was reenacted in the Railway station 

premises at Alwaye. We had sent up'protests. Three or 

four protest meetings were held while even the K. P. C. C.

We have seen the Police Inspector of Alwaye was moving in 
the van with the anti-communist volunteers shouting slogans. Is 
there any further proof needed that the police force in this 
State has become the appendage of the anti-communist front ?

: : There are many more. This 
anti-communist front goondaism has been practised in broad day 
light. And yet, Sir, even after these things have been brought 
to the notice of the Government, should not these police officers 
take cognisance of ali these things? Even after repeated repre- 
sentations nething whatsoever has happened and when. we sent 
up questions before this House on this topic the Ministers 
concerned gave brazen lies denying the whole thing while we 
have been witnessing every one of these acis of police repres- 
sion on the people. 

There is again, Sir, the Chitra Mill, Alwaye. The notorious 
labour policy, the anti-labour policy, that is being pursued by 
the management, the Chakolas, is weil known, ever since they 
took over the Company.

Shri M. MM Abdul Khader: In the last Budget 125 lakhs of 
rupees have been allotted for the Chitra Mill, and barely two 
days after this grant was made, the State Aid to Industries Act 
was enacted. Why was the Government, why was the Finance, 
Labour and Industries Minister so anxious to grant this loan to 
the Chitra Mill outside the scope of this Act? 


Shvi Pasauapliti Govinda Mensa: May I repeat that this is 
seandalous ? No grant has been made. 

My. Speaker: What could I do? Hon. Members must 
realise that no more important motion in any Assembly could 
be discussed than the one which is being discussed now. If 
hon. Members do not realise the importance of the occasion and 
make mention of everything that comes to their notice in an 
irresponsible way, I am helpless. . 

Shvi M. M. Abdul Khadey: It may be a grant. It may be an 
industrial loan. It may be for the purchase of machinery. All 
the same the fact remains that so much financial aid has been 
given to the Mill. When I asked the hon. Minister whether 
a case was being registered against the General Manager of the 
K.D.H. P. Co. for alleged black-marketing the Minister of course 
shot forth the answer that there was none. But, Sir, there was 
actually a case for contravention of the rationing rules against 
the management and just because the word ‘ black-market’ 
happened to be in the question, that was made a shield to pre- 
vent correct information being given to this House. All these 
suggest, Sir, that the bigger the capitalist and more so if he isa 
white man so much more is the anxiety of this Government, of 
this ministry, to shield him and to be at his sub-service at 
whatever cost.

There have been complaints against him. This has not been 
denied and last time the Home Minister said that this man is the 
only First Class Magistrate who has been allowed to be in the 
same station for more than three years. Why is this being done? 

Shri Panamrilli Govinda Menon: Has the hon. Member been 
practising at that court ? 

Shri M. M. Abdal Khader: Certainly, I have been practis- 
ing there. 

Why has this man been kept at Alwaye for more than three 
years as against the regular usage and practice regarding 
transfer of officers? It is because, Sir, he has got wires to pull; 
he has got links, if not with the Minister, with a leading light of 
the Congress. These people think, Sir, that they can go on with 
these practices of terror and repression on the people of this State. 
Itis an irony of fate that the good and cultured people of this 
State should be ruled by such dubious men, men whose moral 
character is being impeached right on the floor of this House. 


Mr. Speaker: Please conclude. 


Shri M. M. Abdul Khader: In this connection, Sir, before 
my time is up, I have to make an appeal to the Tamil Nad Party. 
They should remember that it was only after their coming into 
the Congress that these shots of repression were being fired at 
the people of the State. It was as soon as the Tamil Nad Party 
joined the Congress that terror was unleashed on the working 
class at Alwaye and the workers at Pasumala were slaughtered. 
(Bell.) Sir, I must not only wholeheartedly support the motion 
brought forward by the hon. Member, the Leader of the 
Opposition, but I must also appeal to all the democratic 
Members of this House to put an end to this fascist terror that 
has been launched upon the people by the Congress party in 
alliance with the church-sponsored anti-communist front, I 
appeal to all the members to vote for the resolution. 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir,afew months ago when the 
Congress party decided to form a ministry I for one never 
thought that I willbe called upon to do a painful duty like the 
one I am here to dotoday. Sir, after the experiences that the 
party and generally the country have of the general election, I 
thought that the Congress party if it is allowed to form a minis- 
try in this country will learn by experience and better counsel . 
will prevail and administer the country to get at least the cone 
fidence of the general public. Sir, ] am free to confess that in 
spite of my earnest attempts to follow the activities of the 
ministry and create a better atmosphere to the best of my ability 
I feel that the country asa whole is dissatisfied with the activi- 
ties of this ministry. Sir, when we discuss a question of this 
kind, we have to judge the ministry by what they have done. 
rather than by what they have not done. I for one do not feel 
that it will be right to judge the ministry for its failures. But 
let us turn to the positive aspect of what they have done and 
how they did it, 
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Sir, there is no doubt that one of the raost vital problems 
that faces our country today is the land problem. Let us 
examine the policy of this Congress government with regard to 
this question. Let us examine activities. cf the ministry 
towards the implementation of th plans. We know that we 
do not have sufficient lands, The ty of population is very 
great. The tenants are as ; for permanency of occupation, 
there is a demand for the fixation of the fair rent and maximum 
limit of holding, fora re-dis ion of land and so ‘many other 
problems connected with land. 7 did the Government approach 
the problems? Ide not n the blame between this mini- 
stry and previous mini Elook atthe Congress Ministry 
asawhole. When they came into power they issued orders to 
the people at large to colonise, and cultivate Government lands 
and to enter and cut down the trees in the reserved forest and 
occupy lands there and cultivate them. Without any policy, with- 
out formulating any plan, they dealt with the poramboke lands. 
The people, responding to their cali, occupied the lands. They 
cleared the forest, cut down the trees, pul up permanent buildings 
and are now enjoying the lands there. Sir, lask, was there any 
policy behind this so-called kuthakapattom? Are they following 
the kuthakapattem rules as they exist today? Have'they demarca- 
ted lands and dealing with the porarmboke lands in-the manner 
they ought to? Is there any land and survey records to show the 
lands these persons ave occupying today? Absolutely nil. One of 
the valuable assets of our country the forest, is ruthlessly, if I am 
correct in using that word, cut down and wasted. What is the 
Government’s policy in this? And what, indeed is the after- 
math? One Minister came up and said that he was going to 
enforce the land conservation laws and said that unauthorised 
occupation of Government lands will not be tolerated and the 
lands will be resumed. Sir, there are poor people who have 
sold their ali and are occupying these lands. They went to 
help Government and believed them. But now there is discri- 
mination, Speculators get the advantage over the poor who 
need help. Can we allow the Government to doso? Willit be 
right? No. They should not doit. This discrimination shown 
by the Government must end. It is a positive act of wrong, an 
acl of the Congress party in mishandling the land problem. 
And in this act, the party in power have done an incalculable 
injury, and this Government has to shoulder the responsibility . 

Take another instance. When the Congress Ministry came 
into power, they wanied to bring legislation to stay eviction 
proceedings. In the debate here then, it was said that they. . 
were going to stay the execution proceedings of decrees to evict, 
only for a particular period. But this Government did not take 
into account the inconvenience of the public and the hardship 
involved, and the capacity and standing of the men affected. 
They first said that they would have it for a definite period, and 
put it in the first instance for a period of six months. Then 
they extended it by another six months. Then they passed it as 
law by a majority, and it is now past three years, and yet noth« 
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Ing has been done. Is there a policy cr principle in handling 
the matters? .The parties got these decrees and they have 
those decrees to execute. So, sume other legal method must be 
found to solve ihe problem that arises out of this alfair. I for 


one, and as far as my party also is esncerned, we are one in | 


giving permanent occupancy right for the tenant. Staying the 
execution proceedings in the civil court is not the right method. 
On the other hand, they are now tackling the problem without 
a proper perspective. They have not taken into account the 
legal implication of the matter. They have not at all imple. 
mented that interim measure by framing legislation to solve the 


problem. They have not even tried io doit. They do not find 
+ he time to do it. They did not concentrate their attention on , 


jt, Either itis want of capacity or it is want of willingness, 
That is the charge which stands against the Government. Ido 
not think this Government can plead ‘not guilty’ to this charge, 
This is typical of their political misbehaviour. 


Take next the industrial policy. Whatis it that they have 


done? There are Government sponsored, Government control- 
led and Government administered industries. They are some 
of the major industries of the State. Was there any enquiry 
conducted as to their working ? They have invested to a tune 
of about Rs. 5 crores in all these major industries. Are they 
functioning well? Are the industries giving us good returns? 
One by one, the major factories are closing down, creating 
greater difficulty in the way of progress in respect of industries. 


Have the Government any definite policy for the industrialization | 


of the country? Are they to encourage cottage industries or 
large scale industries? Have they tried to implement’ any 
programme for the industrialization of the country ? Without 


that, there is no hope, and they are wasting their time, their 


valuable time, and creating great hardship in the country. 


Take again, the question of civil service. If you want to 
run a Government without a contented and efficient civil service, 
you will not be able to doit. What isthe position of our civil 
servants now under this responsible ministry here ? Sir, I know 
there are a number of Members sitting on the opposite side who 
will all agree with me in their heart of hearts when I say that 
there is discontent in the public service of the country. Why, I 
ask 7~-because of the mishandling of the responsible Ministers. 
Sir, nobody seems to be safe in the civil service teday. No one, 
no civil servant, is contented with his lot now. No one is sure 
that his legitimate promotions will be given in due course. You 
were afraid to face the major questicn of integration of the 
services. Ido not wish to go into the details, but I shall content 
myselt by saying that the integration of the services was 4 
therough failure. Let me consider it by quoting one or two 
instances. Sir, what is the integration of the Education Depart- 
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ment and the Public Works Department ? In the P. W. D. there 
is a separate cadre called the new entrants, that is, post—1949 
entrants, as opposed tc the pre—1949 entrants, retaining the 
old Travancore and Cochin cadres. Is it integration, I ask. In 
the Education Devartment alsc, the same is the case. There are 
two cadves—one Cochin and the other Travancore. You have 
got the pre~~1£49 entrants, and the entrants subsequent to that 
year. And you say, it is a single integrated service. Is this 
Integration, again ask. Was it the method that the Government 
intended to adopt, for solving this problem? I must say, Sir, 
that substantial injury was done to certain sections of the 
Services when the Excise Department was integrated. When a 
specific question was put to the Chief Ministet in the previous 
session, he said the imatier was under consideration and that it 
was referred to the Public Service Commission. I now know 
Sir, that that integration, as recommended by the Revenue Board 
was accepted by the Governrnent and it has done great injury to 
the Travancore section of that Department. Is it fair? 








Then there are supporters of a particular section of the 
services. They are being protected. Will it bring contentment? 
Or, will they be satisfied with a discontented public service ? 
With such a service, can a Ministry function, I ask in all earnest~ 
ness. They have not got the loyalty of the service. What is the 
case in the Police department today? Whatis the hubbub that 
the Government have created there? They have amalgamated 
a section of the Palace guards without giving sufficient protection 
and promotion to the permanent cadre of the department. Will 
it add to the contentment of the service? No. The Government 
cannot absolve themselves of these actions. They must really 
feel the pulse of the man in the street. As far as I am able to 
say, there is ‘absolute discontent among the public services. 
Having lost the confidence of the public service, this Ministry is 
not entitled to claim that they should continue in office. 
(Speaker's bell.) 


I will deal with one or two points only,—the attitude taken 
by the {Government and their approach to the Community 
Projects scherne. Yesterday, it was openly admitted and by 
that there were sufficient facts before the people to presume that 
simply because some people belonged. to other political parties, 
they are not being taken into the confidence of the majority 
party, in the maiter of Community Projects. After all, what is 
this Community Project? After all, this Government is an 
agent of the Government of India, and even the Government of 
India and its Planning Commission is discussing its report with 
the opposition party. That is the aspect which I want to bring 
to the notice of this. Ministry. But here, whenit filters down 
to Travancore, the Community Project sponsored by the Govern- 
ment of India is being worked out without consulting the other 
parties. Is it fair, is it right? After having come into the 
Legislature, having formed the Government, what is their posi- 
tion? Are they not representing the people and their Govern- 
ment? Are they not representing the minorities as well?

Then, Sir, there were statements to the effect, that certain 
types of books should not be placed in the library. This kind 
of attitude is one which, I for one, cannot understand. After 
all, it is knowledge, whether communism or any other ism, that 
sustains life.. Can you shui out knowledge? Can you prohibit 
any particular literatuve, let alone communist literature? Can 
you burn the whole lot of them te ashes? fiven if you do so, the 
ideas cannot be taken away or annihilated. So, the action taken 
by the Chief Minister on the library movement, the action taken 
by the Government in shutting away other parties from the 
community project, the action of the Government in taking the 
Chief Minister’s fund and administering it as the congress fund, 
are allinstances of political misbehaviour of the worst type? 
No one can support any of these actions. 

On the question of the purity of character and the general 
behaviour of the Ministry, there must be a standard. I do not 
want to add anything further than what Mr. Balakrishna Menon 
said on the moral aspect of the matter. The moral standard is 
a peculiarly personal one. How that question is to be approached 
is amatter for the individual but whenever an individual is 
acting with a party, he has to keep to certain cannons of morality 
which will appeal te the people and be acceptable to the people 
at large. Therefore, Sir, itismy painful duty to support this

Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, a very, very important matter is 
being debated and, so far as I am concerned, a little too much of 
irrelevant personal matter, I regret to say, has been introduced 
into the debate far, far beyond the necessities of the situation. 
Before going into that, Sir, let me begin my speech with what I 
consider to be a very important aspect of the matter which 
should be borne in mind when we deal with the question.

Here is a motion of no-confidence in the ministry. What are 
the attendant circumstances? I want my friend Mr. Panampilli 
Govinda Menon to dispel from his mind all thoughts about me 
personally in regard to this matter. What has he to tell me 
about the way in which leading members of his own party feel 
about this matter? I put the question categorically to Mr. John 
and to Mr. Panampilli Govinda Menon whether some leading 
members of the Party did not want this ministry, as it is, to be 
dissolved or to be reshuffled? He is shaking his head. I ask 
him whether leading members of his party did not require the 
Chief Minister to reshuffle the present ministry? Is Mr. John 
bold enough to deny that? Is Mr. Govinda Menon bold enough 
to deny that? If they are bold enough to deny that, what does 
that indicate? What is the feeling among the members in regard 
to the situation thathas arisen as aresult of the allegations 
against some of the ministers, as a result of the policy that they 
have been pursuing, as a result of the actions taken in violation 
of their undertakings to the people. What is the situation in the 
Congress Party, I ask. He may accuse me, of course, either as 
cowardly or as having fallen into the snare and trap of commun- 
ists, Sir,I can assure him, I can assure all the people of 
Travancore-Cochin, that I am the last man to fall into such 
snares. I am not the man to be deflected from the straight path 
by offers of ministership and Chief ministership. Mr. Rama- 
swami Pillai tried to allege that Iam after ministership or Chief 
ministership. There isthe open book of my services in this 
country for wellnigh forty years which will show any reasona- 
ble man what sort of manIam. Iam not ashamed of my past. 
1am not ashamed of my future. I am not troubled about my 
present. I know the communists ; I know my party ; I know the 
Congress. (Hear, hear.) I know what I should do. 


Now, Sir, I want a definite answer. Is there not a demand 
from leading members of the Congress party, like Messrs, 
G. Chandrasekhara Pillai and C, Kesavan, for a reshuffing of 
the ministry? When there is a demand for reshuffling from the 
party itself that means thatthe affairs of the Government are 
not being properly attended to, that the Ministers are not above- 
board, that the country’s affairs cannot be safely allowed to 
continue in their hands. Thatis the feeling, Sir. That is the 
basis of their demand for a reshuffling] of the ministry. 


Sir, if that is the feeling among the members of their own 
party that has resulted from their activities, from their behaviour, 
from their conduct and character am I not right in asking that this 
party should go out of office? If party men want particular 
members to go out of office,am I not right in asking that the 
party itself should go out of office? That isdemocracy, Sir. AIL 
the members are troubled to set right matters. I, outside the 
Congress feel convinced that the best thing is that the party 
should go out of office. (Hear, hear.) And that is the motion 
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that is now placed before this House. I do not trouble myself 
that the motion is brought forward by a Communist member. 
The motion is here. Iam a Member of this House ; I must do my 
duty to the country and I must ask my followers also to do their 
duty. That is the position in the which I stand. 

Certain statements were made which were intended to show 
that I was after some chief ministership. 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: No, Sir. My intention was to 
show that the resolution cannot be taken to be a bona fide one. 
Please dispel such impressions if I have created any. 

Shri A, Thanu Pillai: I thank him. ButI must tell Mr. Rama- 
swami Pillai that it is his ignorance of parliamentary proprieties 
that made him allege things with which I have nothing to do. 


Shri P. Ramaswami Pillai: No, Sir. Then why did he come 
to Nagercoil to attend some summons made by Mr. Nesamony? 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Mr. Nesamony is not here. I do not 
want to give those reasons in his absence. Anyway, now pro- 
bably you may expect me to say why I made statements in the 
Press that I would, if necessary, in the interests of the State, 
form a Government provided I :got adequate support to run a 
Government in accordance with the principles and policies of my 
party. Whether it is possible or not, whether it is probable or 
not, whether it is feasible or not, is another’ matter. I ask the 
Congress Benches whether it has not been my consistent 
stand ever since the elections were over that being not really a 
majority party, the Congress should not accept power and the 
legislature should be dissolved and fresh elections should take 
place. Even today that is my stand. But these Congressmen, 
with what may be described as an unholy alliance with the Tamil 
Nad Congress, have strengthened themselves and got into power. 
I may tell Mr. Ramaswami Pillai that if I was after Chief M inis- 
tership, then probably I could have become Chief-Minister soon 
after the elections. But I was not for any ministership or Chief 
Ministership. I want to see how this party after their practical 
defeat in the elections as a result of the way in which they mis- 
governed the State for 33 years, this party would carry on the 
administration. I did not want to put obstacles in their way if 
I could avoid it. I waited. The congressmen also waited. Now 
Iam disillusioned thoroughly and many congressmen, I am sure, 
are also disillusioned. I feel that this Congress will not be able 
to attend to the a ffairs of the State properly in the interests of 
The State. They would not be functioning in sucha way that 
democratic ideals and ideas would be promoted. On the contrary 
their continuance in office would eventually, lead to utter lack of 
faith in democracy itself. 

I now come to some of the charges against the Government. 
Many of my friends had asked me: ‘in the circumstances in which 
the country is placed why don’t you form a Government?’ Many 
congressmen themselves have expressed their views in the Press 
that if I form a Government that would bé welcomed. I thought 
it my duty to do my best in the circumstances in which the 
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country is placed. You may say that it is due to the old man’s 
vanity, the old man’s avarice. Whatever that be, Sir, I stand 
before the representatives of 92 lakhs of people of the State. I 
assure you, Sir, that none of those motives ever impelled me _ to 
make the statement that I made. Allthat I want to see is that 
the administration goes on. It isnot a pleasure to take part in 
any manner in attacks against the character of individuals much 
less against persons who were working with me or with whom 
Iwas working for long periods. It is the tragic 
4p.m. part, Sir, of a public man’s life, when duty calls 
upon him, to take part in attacks against persons 
who may be dearest to his heart. But one has to do one’s 
duty. Now here are attacks against some of my friends. 
Sir, in regard io the allegations against the Ministers, I wish 
to say a word. Here, Mr. Govinda Menon tried to explain 
away the charges without adequate evidence. Mr. Govinda 
Menon knows, Mr. Varghese and Mr. John know—you, know, 
Sir,—that I am not the man to make an allegation. Ido not say 
that Mr. Varghese took money or the Ministers took money. 
At the same time, Sir, there is an aspect of the matter 
which the Ministers ignore, and wrongly ignore. As-was stated 
here, who was the accuser? He might be a comparatively young 
man, but he is a person who has a place in the public life of the 
country. As was stated here, he represents one-sixth of the 
entire State of Travancore-Cochin. He makes a categorical 
allegation that a Minister here took bribes. Beyond that, what 
statement is needed, Sir? Now,do you expect all details to be 
furnished here? It was stated that these persons who are alleg- 
ed to have parted with money have issued a statement that they 
have not paid any money. Can any same person be expected to 
make a different statement, Sir? Allthat Iwant to impress 
upon this House is that it is not the way to deal with a matter of 
this kind. If the accuser is not able to give details, if the accuser 
is notin possession of evidence, he suffers. He suffers soon, 
and the charge against. him will be easily proved. Why not the 
Government, take it upon themselves to adopt that course, I ask. 
You cannot say, here is a loafer, a man of no consequence, a 
nobody, that makes the charge. He isa Member of the Parlia- 
ment of India, returned by the votes of one-sixth of the popula- 
tion of our State. Now, is it not the right view, Sir, the demo- 
cratic view, to meet the charge correctly? Is it enough to say, 
no, no, it is all for party purposes, for propaganda. The elec- 
tions are coming, the village panchayat elections, the municipal 
elections, are all coming, the Aikya Munnani people want sup- 
port for their party in the elections and so these allegations are 
made.” That is not clearly, Sir, according to me, the way to deal 
with this matter. ; 


Shri N. P. Varghese: Do you personall lieve i , 
des cf the diluonien 3 you personally believe in the bong 
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Shri A. Thanu Pillai: That is beside the point. I told you 
definitely that I did not say that Mr. Varghese received money, 
but that there was an allegation which demands a proper enquiry. 
That is what I said. This House knows that1 am the last man, 
and not even the last man—I would never—make an accusation 
unless I have evidence that the accusation is true. That is how 
the matter stands. : 


Then there are charges of nepotism in State Service. You 
heard mention being made of appointments in the police and so 
forth. Then again, there are charges of timber being assigned 
away at a very low rate. Allthese misdeeds are interwoven 
with allegations of nepotism, favouritism, corruption, etc. These 
are there. Itisin these circumstances that the Members of the 
party themselves say that the Ministry should be reshuffled. 
We cannot take things in isolation, Sir. In matters of this kind, 
we cannot take Shri Srikantan Nair’s allegation separately, the 
Kulathupuzha contract separately, the police appointments 
separately. There are many other things. We must view these 
things together. I take it that it is a comprehensive view of 
these things that have led the congress members themselves to 
take the stand they have taken. 


Sir, even though press reports are not quite relevant here» 
I gather that one Member of Parliament who is a Congress 
Member has even approached Pandit Nehru, the Prime Minister 
of India, with an allegation of corruption, nepotism and so forth, 
leading probably to the.collapse of the Congress in this country. 
What does this show, Sir? - Is it enough to say, as Mr. Panampilli 
Govinda Menon tried to do, “Oh, as forthe Shertallai—Ambala- 
puzha people, the workers who suffer will be given relief. We 
have been doing something.” Weare in a motion. of this kind, 
dealing not with small things, not one failure here,.nor one 
misdeed there. What is the general impression in the country 
today? How are things managed and what impression does 
that management produce? Is it enough that Congress members 
with the majority here tell us ‘It is nothing. We are quite all 
right’. Itis not the attitude that we should take. That is the 
first point that I have to urge before this House. 


It is not enough to say that the rice mill affair is a small 
matter. 


Shri Panampilli Gevinda Menon: I didn’t say so. I said it 
was a big matter. 


Shri A. Thane Pillai: Myr. Govinda Menon produced. in me 
the impression that he thought that the rice mills were a small 
matter. 


Then, he referred to some ‘'2 0qj@ onaad moaysomo.”” I did 
not quite understand that. Whatever that be, that has no-con- _ 
nection with corruption and bribery. The allegations of corrup- 
tion and bribery, nepotism, favouritism, and so on, the allega- 
tions that have been made here bear very little resemblance to the 
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stantial. There are allegations that go tothe root of the 
aes that affect the interests of the 90 lakhs of people of the 
State. To explain away by saying in the manner he did, is not, 
to my mind, the proper attitude to be shown in this matter, 
Well, Sir, a person who is well read in our ‘puranas’, may be 
able to get similes and metaphors and illustrations and anecdotes 
and so on, but we are dealing with matters which are much 
more dry, practical, and by all means serious. I do not know 
how evidence could have been brought here for Shri Srikantan 
Nair’s allegation. Ido not think, for my part, that this is the 
forum where such evidence should be brought in by Members. 
Here is a clear allegation. That should be dealt with on a demo- 
cratic basis. Who will see to the evidence? How can that be 
taken ? I donot know. Mr. Menon again referred to Mr. T. V. 
Thomas and Thanu Pillai’s ‘mantri sabha’ and asked how these 
people expected that Thanu Pillai would be able to do now 
things which he was not able todo four years ago. All these 
things are irrelevant, Sir. Then he said that as the leader of the 
Praja Socialist Party, I have certain duties. Sir, Iam the leader 
of the Praja Socialist Party because the members of the Praja 
Socialist Party know that I know my duties. (Cheers). From 
his speech, it would appear that ‘sn 78OW GMpad]saaqo me] 
@am Ho 9.019)°.Qo,"’ He must know that he was dealing with 
a man who cannot be influenced by such “ abhishekam. ” 
(Laughter.) 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon : I was referring to 
Mr. Thomas’ speech who said that “as a part of the no confidence 
motion, we have made these arrangements” and that also will 
go to show their bowa fides in the matter. So, 1 was referring to 
this in answer to him. 

Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Hedid not say: “2aneeaco.” 

My, Speaker: That is fowery language. (Laughter.) 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: That is the bane of our public men— 
flowery language divorced from truth, divorced from reality, 
divorced from effectiveness, divorced from simplicity. 


Mr, Speaker: But there is freedom of speech. 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: There is certainly freedom of speech, 
and something more. (Laughter.) Even now, I ask these Minis- 
ters, in consideration of all these facts. that have been set forth 
and many others of a like nature, let them advise the Rajpra- 
mukh to dissolve the Legislature and have another election. 
Ii isfailing that—it is because these Congressmen stand in the 
way of that democratic course—that I was induced to say, “Well, 
if sufficient support willbe forthcoming on my own terms, 
consistently with the principles and policies of my party, I will 
try to form a Government.” How far it will be possible—-Mr. 
Panampilli-may laugh—I myself may have my own misgivings— 
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Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: I am only smiling 
{Laughter.) 


Shri A, Thanu Pillai: But then, in the most extraordinary 
situation in which I feel the country is placed today, itis nota 
small thing. Sir, at first lrefused to forma Ministry now, but 
then my condition is this ; that is, in an extraordinary situation, 
probably an extracrdinary course will have to be adopted. I 
may fail, but if there is good sense in this Legislature, I might 
succeed. I know that probably when the new Government is 
formed— - - 


My. Speaker: The hon. Member himself made the remark 
earlier that all these were irrelevant in the present discussion. 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai : You allowed those statements to be 
made here. Otherwise, Ido not want tomake any reference to 
that matter at all. But those statements were allowed to be 
made. So, if Ido not answer them, probably the country will 
misunderstand me. That is why I dwell at some length on this 
aspect of the matter, Sir. Of course, if it is possible, let us carry 
on, If itis not possible today, you will have it sometime. That 
is the position. Because of the extraordinary situation that 
exists today, I was compelled to refer to these matters. The 
demand of the Congress party itself to reshumie the Ministry, 
and the discussions that were goin; on among the members of 
the Congress party—all these clearly show thatthe Congressis . 
not fit to continue in office. Yet they do not advise dissulution. 


Then, an extraordinary course does not mean that Iam 
going to fall a prey to the machinations of the communists. 
Mr. Govinda Menon may be quite sure—I am very firm in that— 
- and he may have noticed from some of the statements of mr. T. V. 
Thomas that Iam much more firm in my stand, much more firm 
in my resolution to advance democratic ideals and domocratic 
methods and democratic government than some of those who sit 
in the Treasury Benches today. You will not be able to point out 
a single instance and say. ‘“Well, Mr. Thanu Pillai, you have devia- 
ted from that. Here is the Congress, and it is over.” If Mr. Govin- 
da Menon will join my Ministry, I will readily take him in, in the 
light of the extraordinary situation in whicR the. country finds 
itself today. (Cheers.) 


Shi Panampilli Govinda Menon: Thank you very much. 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: We should all take it in the right 
spirit. So, let the country be led aright. The communists will 
not mislead it because they know meinthis matter. Let not 
congressmen try to mislead the country in regard to my position. 


In regard to certain other matters, I wish tosay this: this. 
Government has no settled policy. Have the Government any 
settled policy in regard to prohibition? Have the Government 
a settled policy in regard toland? Now, Sir, for prohibition, 
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you go from Quilon to the frontier of Chirayinkil taluk. You 
ean return drunk. If in your drunkenness 3 ou take one step in 
the Chirayinkil territory, you become a culprit. I ask how long 
is this state of affairs to continue. 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: In case we survive this, 
what vould the Member advise us ? 

Shri A, Thanu Pillai: I would advise you to enforce prohi- 
bition throughout the State because Iam for that. Ihave never 
taken an ounce of alcohol during 67 years of my life and I do not 
think it is necessary even. That ruinous iiquor should be 
expelled from our State; that is my definite stand, 


With regard to land, the Government have been making very 
many promises, Look at the confusion in the country as regards 
that, There is Satyagraha going on in the matter of Otti kudiyan; 
we hear a good deal about kudiyirakku. There is immense diffi- 
culty in getting back lands. I seriously ask, why ‘all such 
diticulties are created by this Government? The Congress 
Government brought ina temporary measure as early as 1948 in 
respect of this problem. What have they done till now? More 
than full 4 years have elapsed and nothing has been done in that 
Hine. Again, this Government have no policy in education. 
Where is the subject of compulsory education scheme and what 
progress has been made by this Government ? Then, Sir, about 
the incapacity to deal with urgent and important problems affect- 
ing the country and the consequent all-round deterioration pre- 
valent here, I have to say many things. My friend referred to 
the Police. We hear that there are conflicts, very unwholesome 
and unseemly conflicts, between the Inspector-General of Police 
and some of the Ministers. Sir, Ido not know anything about - 
the merits of that. If these conflicts continue, the state of affairs 
will be unhappy. Already there is complaint that the entire. 
Police Force does not function properly. Further there is no feel- 
ing of safety in the country. Hecently I heard that a number of 
thefts have taken place in the City. Such things have happened 
before the very eyes of the Ministers and the 1.G. of Police. Are 
we to suffer such hardships,I ask? Probably the Police are 
getting out of control. It is alleged that some of the Police ranks 
are involved in such things as high handedness and robbery, The 
morale of the Police will go down. It will be one of the greatest 
disasters in the.country if the morale of the Police falls and there 
is every tendency that it is falling. Then, what about the Sabari- 
mala case? How long is it since that happened? Is there any 
chance of detection, ask. Is it tobe easily said that there is 
no evidence, no information on that? — 

Mr. Speaker: Half an hour has already been taken by the 
hon. Member. . 

Shri A, Thanu Pillai: I may be given 5 minutes more. If 
you, Sir, want me to sit down, I will do so now itself, 
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Then, Sir, there is all round deterioration. People’s demands 
are totally ignored by this Government. I may say even this 
House and you, Mr. Speaker, are insulted by this Government. 
Is it a light matter in which we can deal with such a state of 
affairs? See how lightly the Ministry has dealt with the High 
Court Amendment Bill? It was introduced here. Then objection 
was raised that it is not within thé competence of this House to 
bring such a measure. Sir, you as Mr. Speaker, gave a definite 
ruling that this House was competent to deal with that Bill. Next, 
the Chief Minister assured us in the House that Government 
would bring in a measure with regard to the shifting of the High 
Court, I mean a branch of it at least, from Ernakulam to Trivan- 
drum. We agreed that it would be enough if a Bench consisting 
of a single Judge be shifted here. The Government have taken 
shelter without implementing the promise. Sir, a definite promise 
was made on the floor of the House, if there is another meeting 
of the Travancore-Cochin Assembly, the High Court Bill will be 
ushered in. This Government made us understand that a Bill 
would be brought in by them for providing a Bench in Trivan- 
drum, at the next meeting of the Legislature. On that definite 
promise, Sir, the Congress Members who voted for the introduc- 
tion of the measure in this House at the first stage voted with 
Government-and we lost the motion to refer the Bill to the 
Select Committee. With respect to that promise on the floor of 
the House, again I ask, Sir, where is that. promise now? I find 
nothing about it from the agenda supplied to me. I do not find 
any mention of that anywhere. But I understand that some of © 
the Ministers were definitely opposed to that measure even at 
the beginning. What is it they have done, I have a right to 
know. They want us to‘believe from Press reports and inter- 
views that the Government of India’s lawyers are of the view 
that the question of introducing a Bill will not be considered 
here. Sir, here is a definite question; you, Mr. Speaker, ruled 
in the Legislative Assembly that ‘the Bill could be considered by 
this House. When your ruling is there, who authorised these 
Ministers to consult :some: other lawyers with respect to your 
ruling? Is it not an insult offered to the Speaker of the 
Legislative Assembly ? (Hear, hear.) Isay, thisis not a light 
tmatter. If-any mistake is made by this House, that can be 
corrected, if at all, only by the Supreme Court. When we pass 
a legislation. here and- the Government of India objects, it 
goes before the Supreme Court. Who else has got the right 
to decide? Who is that-SHarmathey have consulted? Just 
like this Government the Government of India too may have 
one like him or: somebody. else. Whoever he be, what right 
has he to say: that the Travancore-Cochin Legislature has 
no power to legislate. on a Bill of that: kind? What right 
has he'to interfere with your ruling? Is-not that an insult offered 
to you, Mr. Speaker ? What is the answer of. Government on 
this matter.? They say that somebody said-so. If somebody says 
so, why are we-here? We represent the people of the State and 
we have a duly constituted legislative body. Why'should this 
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Government say that it is the advice given by somebody. I ask 
who authorised the Government to seek that adviceg If so, do 
they say that they have made arrangements to bring in a Bill of 
this kind? In this connection, I would bring to the notice of the 
ouse one fact. Some time back this House passed a measure 
here. Some provisions of that were impeached before the local 
court to the effect that the Legislature has no power to deal with 
a particular measure. A Division Bench consisting of two Judges 
dealt with the matter and ruled that the exercise of jurisdiction 
over Rs. 3,000 and upwards must be dealt with elsewhere. But 
the High Court ruled that the Legislature has jurisdiction to 
enact a law of the kind and accordingly the law was made valid. 
Now, Sir, here is an instance where the Government have violated 
all principles in dealing with the demands of the people. The 
Government have shown great disrespect to you, Mr. Speaker, 
and. gross discourtesy to this House. I ask, are the Ministers to 
continue? Whenever a genuine demand is put before them, they 
say that the sanction of the Government of India is necessary 
even at the last stage of it and that they feel helpless and so on 
and so forth. I will go one step further. Have they seen that 
the Bill will be introduced there itself? I have no information. 
Task, is this the way to deal with this matter of such importance 
affecting the country at large. Ialso hear another thing, and it 
is a fact. The Municipal Councillors and the President of 
Colachel have resigned ina body. Why: because the Ministers 
have interfered with the legitimate duties of the Colachel Muni- 
cipal Council. That is the kind of Government we have. I expect 
a categorical answer for the doings of this Government in 
vespect of this matter. 


Shri Alexander Manuel Simon: Does the hon. Member know 
that the houses were built for the poor which the Municipality 
has demolished ? 


Shri A. Thana Pillai: I do not yield. I have no time, 


- Then, Sir, it was mentioned that such things were done to 
strengthen the party position. I wish to bring to the notice of 
the House that such things will give rise to demoralisation. In 
regard to the land question also, there is much to be said. But I 
do not want to take more time. In every important problem 
affecting the country, this Government has been responsible for 
an all-round demoralisation. With regard to service integration, 
they have been very inefficient in dealing ,with it. In their view, 
they have done things not at all acceptable. In departments 
where they say integration has been effected, the principle is 
that promotions in Cochin will be for Cochin people and that in 
Travancore for Travancore people. This is the kind of integra- 
tion brought about. Sir, this Ministry is absolutely incapable 
of dealing with the affairs of the State. On these grounds, J 
support the motion, ;

Government similarly consented to take shares worth 
Rs. 30 lakhs in the Rubber Tyre Factory. But the company has 
not yet been established and no payment has been made. 

Shri P. S. Natavaja Pillai: May I know on what conditions 
the Government provided these amounts in the Budget for ex- 
penditure during the current year ?

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: It has been proposed that 
all individual and independent weavers who are members or 
non-members of co-operative societies should offer their unsold 
stock to the co-operative society from which they buy. yarn at 
the retail yarn cost plus wages calculated at six annas per knot 
for counts up to 40’s. The primary societies should be enabled 
‘to buy all such unsold stock from all weavers on a cash basis, at 
this wage rate plus extra charges if any for special varieties. 
The primaries should offer the stock that they purchase to two 
central societies, namely, the Travancore Sri Mulam Handloom 
Weavers’ Co-operative Society, Trivandrum, and the Cochin 
Central Co-operative Marketing Society, Trichur, at their puz- 
chase rates plus 14 per cent margin of profit so as to allow for 
collection, transport and other incidental charges and receive 
full payment in cash from the Central societies. The primaries 
may also include their own unsold stocks in these transactions, 
but the margin of profit will be fixed at 24 per cent, whether it 
is purchased or stock held by them. The purchase made by both 
the primaries as well as the central societies should be on the 
basis of wage. If the two societies require financial assistance 
for the purchase of these accumulated stock, Government will 
grant loans to them without interest or such other financial 
accommodation as may be possible on terms and conditions to be 
decided by Government. And accordingly, the Trivandrum 
Society has been granted aloan of Rs. 75,000 and the Trichur 
Society a loan of Rs. 25,000 so that they may immediately pur~ 
chase all the stock with the weavers. 
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Shvi C. Sankar: Have the Government got any statistics at 
their disposal as to the amount of hand-loom cloth in the State ? 

Shri Panampilli Gevinda Menoa; Just at present I have no 
figures with me. 

Procurement of Paddy:

Mr, Speaker: The merits of the question have not been 
t ouched at all and therefore I would request him to deal with 

acts, 
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Shri Alexander Manuel Simon: Sir, we have before us the 
resolution brought by the hon. Member for Thovala and Agasti- 
swaram regarding the famine conditions prevailing in the 
Southern Taluks. But I regret to note that many of the Members 
from the opposition who spoke were wandering away from the 
subject and were talking about anything but the famine 
conditions. They mostly criticised about the attitude. of the 
Travancore Tamil Nad.Congress party in the voting of the 
previous day. Here I may remind them that we are masters of 
our actions and the opposition party is not the custodian of our, 
conscience. We are the best judges of what is good for us. If 
the opposition is jealous of the unique position held by the 
T 'T N C party in the Assembly it is none of our fault. 


Now, coming to the subject I may say here that many of the 
members who spoke before me did so at length regarding 
- immediate relief that are required in the south. Hence Iam 
here suggesting one or two of the long range relief measures. 
We are all aware of the community project scheme started at 
Neyyattinkara and Vilavancode. This project is intended to 
create conditions favourable for irrigation so that the general 
prosperity of the Jand may increase. But it should be borne in 
mind that there is absolute scarcity for water. If this is not 
mended the whole scheme miay be a failure. Therefore, it is 
suggested that the scheme for the construction of the Pattanam 
Kal should be taken up in all seriousness. At present there is 
surplus water in both the Perinchani and Kodayar dams, 
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This water should be diverted by the proposed Pattanam Kal. 
Even in case, as some say that water in the above dams may not 
be sufficient for Pattanam Kal in the course of a year or two, it 
is very necessary to construct another dam like Perunchani, 
so that recurrence of the famine conditions may not take place, 


Then there is another long range measure of relief which 
should also engage our attention. Thisis the railway extension 
to Nagercoil and thence to Tinnevelly. We all know that 
introduction of railway helps to increase industry and commerce, 
Immediately it provides employment to the population. With 
these words I support the proposition. , 
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Mr. Speaker: The member just wanted to draw the atten- 
tion of the Minister to the conditions obtaining in some other 
part of the state, 
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Shri M. Gopalan Nair: Sir, I move for a closure, because it 
is already past 4 p. m. 


Mr, Speaker: Why, we have got another non-official day. 
(Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai rose to speak.) 
Shri M. Gopalan Nair: Sir, it is my chance. 


My. Speaker:- You have no chance because according to 
you there has been sufficient discussion. 


Shri P. S. Natavaja Pillai: Sir, we are dealing with a very 
important resolution. I am very sorry that some extraneous 
matter was dealt with during the course of the discussion from 
all sides of the House. It is neither a matter affecting the Tamil 
area or the Tamil speaking people nor a Malayalam area or 
Malayalam speaking people. Nor does it envisage any rivalry 
between Hindi. speaking people or those who profess to be 

-Dravidians or Aryans. It is after all a matter affecting the 
whole country. HH you look at the matter from that standpoint, 
the four taluks of the State comprise a vast area under rice 
crop. This morning Thad occasion accidently to peruse the 
pages of the Census Report and I found that the total area of 
these four taluks was. 645 square miles of which the occupied 
area is only 363 square miles .and nearly 105 square miles are 
under rice cultivation. The importance of the matter will be 
realised when a rice producing area of that extent is subjected 
to asevere drought. This will be accepted by all sides and by 
the Government. And, asa matter of fact the first downpour 
came only by the 5th of this month, that is, just nearly five or six 
weeks after the general planting of seedlings ought to have com- 
menced in those areas. And, we know as a matter of fact, that 
‘during the crop season and just previous to that time, when 
water was very necessary, there was only 1 foot and 8 inches or 
so of water in the Pechippara Dam. Thus there was -a severe

scarcity of water and the crops failed. I was personally con- 
vinced of this because I had opportunities of going through that 
area and visiting these paddy fields. I am also reliably informed 
that the yield from that area was very poor, thatis, they yield 
not only to the extent of 50 per cent. of the normal. In spite of 
these facts, what the Government did was only to announce that 
some concession will be shown in the realisation of the levy.. 
On that aspect, Sir, I should like tosay that the levy fixed for 
that area is ‘really very high. By some misconception or mis- 
calculation they have fixed a rate of levy which cannot ordi- 
narily be given by the ryots of that area. The statistics quoted 
by Shri Ramaswamy was collected by the Research Branch of 
the University under the direction of the Government. That 
research was conducted in 1950 and it clearly showed that the 
lands in those areas are not in any way far better than the lands 
in other areas. These areas are as good as any other portion of the 
paddy cultivation areas in other parts of the State of Travancore- 
Cochin. The only thing is that in that area we have got controlled 
irrigation. It is simply because of the fact that the area is be- 
nefited by a system of controlled irrigation that those lands are 
made to pay more. But at atime when the active interest of the 
people in the matter production of food crops is to be aroused by 
the active help and inducement of the Government, the culti- 
vators of these four taluks of Tovala, Agastiswaram and Vilavan- 
code are discouraged by this heavy levy. The peculiar feature 
of those taluks is that the people there do not resort to any other 
large-scale cultivation. Out of an occupied area of 363 square 
miles only 68 square miles are under tapioca cultivation. Practic- 
ally there is no other agricultural occupation for the people 
except paddy cultivation. But what the Government did on this 
matter was to issue a Press Note saying that they would not be 
extracting levy at the full rate. But my information is, Sir, that 
levy was extracted at the rates fixed, . 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: No. 


Shri P. S, Nataraja Pillai: As an individual who has had 
experience of his own 1 say I paid the levy at the full rate fixed 
up by Government. Generally the Tahsildars do not notify that 
the Government have extended such concessions to the culti-~ 
vators. Whenever they could get they extracted full levy. There 
may be instances where full levy was not realised. But in many 
cases, wherein I myself am one, full levy was realised and I had 
to pay the levy at the rate announced by Government. 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: And that without difficulty. 


Shri P. S, Nataraja Pillai: That is not a complaint... After 
all I have only. 5 acres of paddy land. It is not a question of 
owning any extensive area. IJ am not sailing under false colours 
as aman having no land or asa very big millionaire. Lown 
only 5acres and 14 cents of paddy Jands. I had to pay at 
the rate fixed for 10 acres. New, to proceed, Sir, asa matter 
of fact, generally levy was realised from poor cultivators who 
have reaped something. Ihave had occasion to come. across 
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the people who have suffered because of this high levy realised 
from them. As for the lower middle class ryots and the labour. 
ers, they are faced with greater difficulties. 


One other fact that has not been brought out in this House 
during the course of this discussion is this. If there is a harvest 
season—~my hon. Friend who isin the Treasury Benches repre. 
senting the Eraniel Constituency must know—a large number of 
labourers migrate to the taluks of Tovala and Agastiswaram for 
reaping. After the harvest season is over they return home 
with the paddy they have earned which will last for them for at 
least 3 or 4 weeks. This year no labourer from outside came to 
this area, because they knew that they could get nothing from 
there. This has led to acute distress in those areas. 


Then, there is the rationing of 6 ounces per head. This 6 
ounces is composed of mainly podiari which I saw distributed at 
Kanyakumari some 6 days ago. Besides this, there is acute un- 
employment. Therefore there isa very strong case as far as 
that area is concerned and for other areas similarly situated for 
immediate help. 


Then, coming to the question of help, my hon. Friend who 
represents so ably the Kalkulam constituency here, said that 
reduction of tax when there is only a basic tax is not very neces- 
sary. But he seems to forget that nearly Rs. 13 lakhs are collected 
as land tax from that area by the Land Revenue Department. 
How can that be realised when the whole crop has failed? This 
Government have not up to this date completely abolished taxa- 
tion in kind but they are realising land revenue from different 
tenures in paddy. I particularise the realisation of Maniam- 
karam. 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: May I know who realises 
this tax ? 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: The Revenue Department. 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: For Government ? 


Shri A. J. John: Will the learned Member take it that the 
Maniamkaram is not collected for Government. 

' Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: The tax is collected by Govern- 
ment. It may be for some Jenmi. Why should Government take 
the responsibility of collecting the tax in kind ? 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Was this question consi- 
dered by the Committee ? 

Shri P. S, Nataraja Pillai: No, The committee is collecting 
evidence only; I want this collection to be suspended temporarily 
till the question is finally settled. 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: May I know, Sir, whether 
the hon. Member is a member of the Committee which made 
recommendations on this question to the Government ? 
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Shri P. 5. Nataraja Pillai: But this question of suspension 
does not lie within the terms of reference of the Committee. 
Occupying the Treasury Bench, I expected the hon. Member 
would go through the papers before putting such questions. 

Shri Panameilli Govinda Monon: Does anything prevent the 
Committee to make such a recommendation? 


Shri P. 5. Natavaja Pillai: Ide not know whether they are 
to go out of the terms of reference to do that. 


Shri A.J. Joha: May I know from the hon. Member whether 
Maniamkaram has actually been collected this year ? 


Shri P. S. Natavaja Pillai: That Ido not know. I am only 
here dealing with the remission. WhatiI want to urge upon 
the Government is that no steps should be taken to realise paddy 
from those areas. And in the same manner, I cannot understand 
how water cess can be realised when water has failed. It is 
nearly two or three minths since water has flown in the 
channels. 


Another aspect of the matter as far as some of these taluks 
are concerned, is that it was considered as a surplus area and a 
number of people have no ration cards. These people were 
depending on their own production of paddy. Now, what is the 
situation there? I ask, Sir, has the Government taken any steps 
to open fair price grain shops now in those areas? The price of 
paddy that is available now, has gone up very high and this 
works up to arate of somewhere near Rs. 46 per kota. My 
friends who came irom the constituencies in those areas must be 
in a position to give detailed exact information about it. As far 
as I know the present price for a kota of paddy in that area is 
somewhere about Rs. 46. Owing to the free movement of paddy 
that we have now permitted, a lot of paddy is going from south 
to north. The result is that a limited quantity is only available 
with the cultivators there. Now the situation is that in certain 
parts the cultivators are moving their stock from that area to 
outside. The people have no ration cards and at the same time 
the available quantity of paddy is being taken away from that 
area resulting in acute scarcity bordering on famine. Naturally, 
with no ration cards, with no regular supply of grains and with 
the movement of paddy to outside the area, the scarcity of the 
place is bound to be very acute. Should not Government make 
themselves responsible to open fair-price shops to keep down 
prices? Is it not their inherent duty? Does it not come within 
their policy to see that prices do not go beyond a certain limit? - 
They have not put a ceiling price for paddy throughout the State. 
I think everything is conducive to make the position there worse 
and very serious. The two claims. made in this resolution, 
namely, the remission of the land tax in allits aspects or a con- 
cession and the complete remission of the water tax are very 
reasonable. Then the demand for the fair-price shops is equally 
legitimate. The failure of the monsoon has to be taken note of. 
The agriculturist’s income and wealth is the grain he produces, 
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Is it not the duty of the Government to rehabilitate the poor 
Yandholder? Where is the money for him for the next cultiva. 
tion? Whereis the manure for him? As far as paddy cultivation 
in South Travancore is concerned, it is a very costly affair. You 
have to buy manure at an abnormal cost and to pay labour at 
a high rate. Therefore, the cultivation charges are very high, 
and to conduct the agricultural operations, they have to get 
financial help by way of loans or in some other direction. Have 
the Government moved in that matter? Have they instructed 
their local ‘officers to do anything in that direction? I would 
say that there is callous indifference on the part of the Govern. 
ment in this matter. ; ; 

Shri A, Chidambavanatha Nadar: No, the Revenue officers 
are being directed to do so. 

Shri P.S. Natavaja Pillai: 1 returned from Cape Comorin on 
.the 17th. Till-that day neither at Erathakolam Pakuthy nor at 
Kanniakumari did these departmental people do anything. No 
person had gone to these pakuthies. At Erachakolam, the 
Tahsildar has told the people that the department is not able to 
help them. I did enquire on that and it is on those factsI say 
this. To my hon. Friend representing Eraniel I may say that if 
he is prepared to do good, I, as an old man, am not going to stand 
in his way. By all means he can do good now, but he must do 
good and not evil. He isa young man and I, as an old man, 
am not going to stand in his way. 

Shri Panampilli Goyinda Menon: Will the hon. Member also 
bless him ? 

Shri P, S. Nataraja Pillai: Certainly, I have blessed him when 
he was astudent. Ceriainly, even now I will bless him if he 
does good. But he should not for political purposes say or do 
things which are not reasonable or good. I do not want to say 
anything more now. J always try to the best of my ability to 
base my arguments on facts which I personally verify. 


Shri A. Chidambaranatha Nadar: I can assure the hon. 
member that so long as I continue here as Minister of State, of 
- Travancore-Cochin I have no politics behind that. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: <1 welcome that statement. 
I wish he would stick to it. 


Sir,I was at the question of cultivating the lands, free 
supply of manure and paddy seeds. They have a seed cultiva- 
tion farm under the Agricultural Department at Thirupathi- 
saram and they can make available short-term paddy seeds. As 
far as seedlings are concerned, they have been dried up. If the 
short-term seedlings were made available, cultivation now would 
be practicable. On the question of subsidy for manure, I hold 
the view that unless the manure is applied direct to land under 
the direction of the authorities, it would again create another. 
vicious circle of black-marketing. ; ; 
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Shri. A, Chidambaranatha Nadar: Knowing this fully well, 
our Chief Minister and myself went to South Travancore and 
we were prepared to meet the public men. But the people were 
not prepared to come forward even before the Chief Minister. 
Whom are we to meet then? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I do not exactly follow the Minister. 
‘Nobody who commits a murder is going to appear before the 
District Magistrate. There isan agricultural officer. There is 
the representative of the people and the representative of the 
Government. And in the presence of these the manure can be 
supplied to be directly administered to the paddy fields, provided 
the Government officer is honest. If he joins the landowners 
to try a hand in blackmarketing, that would be a vicious circle. 
Therefore, I would say that subsidised manure should be made 
available at nominal rates. 


- There is another most important matter, and that is relief 
work. This is absolutely necessary. When you reach the end 
of November, there would be the water scarcity in that area 
which would lead to failure of cultivation again. Therefore, 
some relief must be started in that area immediately. The 
relief work would be more useful provided itis done after com- 
petent enquiry and correct estimates. The Government are 
providing year after year for the Kodayar Investigation Works 
-a decent sum. If that amount could be spent in that area in 
two or three months, that will very eminently relieve distress 
in that area. In the same way, for the renovation of the tanks, 
there is a provision in the P. W. D. Budget. They can be in- 
structed to do the work departmentally and not by disbursing 
the work by contractors in that area or section.. If they do it 
after careful investigation and proper direction, that will really 
help the people. . 


As far asirrigation is concerned, it comes in incidentally, 
Unless the whole irrigation system is properly examined, I would 
request the Government to launch no scheme of irrigation in the 
Kodayar area. They should do so only after proper and expert 
investigation. There are so many difficulties and our experi- 
ence is that when we launch schemes and do so without expert 
advice, very easily we meet with failure and sometimes disaster. 
So, if any thing is to be done, early steps might be taken to 
have expert and proper advice and then concentrate on it and 
do some work in this season so that some relief may be given. 


Ythink I have covered all the points which are raised in 
this resolution, that is, reduction of land tax and complete re- 
mission of the water cess, opening of fair-price shops, free 
supply of manure and advance for the agriculturists and some 
relief work to save people from the acute distress that is pre- 
vailing there. -I hope in view of the consensus of opinion that 
has been expressed from all sides, the Government will be 
prepared to accept the reslution. I may even say at the out- 
set that with our past experience, this House pleads that ‘this 
resolution should be accepted and implemented. 
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Shri R. Ponnappa Nadar. Sir, I wish to speak a word about 
minor irrigation which is of primary importance in this area. In 
the Vilavancode Taluk there are about 1,000 tanks which are 
included in the Grow More Food Campaign Scheme. But I would 
say that there isno substantial benefit rendered to this part 
under the Scheme. There was some attempt to improve the 
tanks in this area. Recently, the Chief Minister and the Minister 
for Land paid a visit tothis area and inspected the tanks im- 
proved. Asa result of their observation sume money was spent 
there. But more money was wasted in the improvement of 
tanks. Asa matter of fact, there are tanks which have extensive 
areas. The deepening carried out was so small that no real 
benefit has been conferred on the landholders. In Vilavancode, 
cholera and small-pox are the main diseases which - affect the 
people. Vilavancode isthe pooresttaluk inthe southern area. 
Asasort of healthy measure to counteract the famine stricken’ 
areas, when the Kodayar project was being executed, it was 
stated that the Pattanamkal was the primary necessity which 
should be executed under the project. But till this day, there is 
no attempt made to open this pattanamkal. Several representa- 
tions were made tothis Government and in spite of them, 
nothing has so far been done. During the general election there 
was an investigation conducted with regard to this Pattanamkal. 
But nothing has come out of it. I understand that the P. W. D. 
has estimated for a sum of 81 lakhs. It seems that they are of 
the opinion that the benefit that will accrue is small compared 
to the expenditure. - Another argument advanced is that there is 
no water inthe Kodayar lake. All these arguments are put 
forward which only defeat the urgent demand of the people of 
Vilavancode. It has been pointed out that 142 acres in Vilavan- 
code Taluk alone are benefited by the Kodayar Scheme. The 
existing Kodayar and Perunchanidam have not conferred any 
benefit on the People of Vilavancode Taluk. Pattanamkal would 
solve not only the distress problem, but alsosolve the acute 
shortage of drinking water. In my own village a pot of water 
was selling at 4gnnas andeven for that we had to walk four 
miles. We petitioned to Government that water was not avail- 
able. We petitioned tothe Departmental authorities and the 
problem was temporarily solved. The execution of the Pattanam- 
kal along with the Karinkal Water Supply Scheme is a pressing 
necessity which the Government should take into consideration. 
In this connection, I would urge upon the Government to float a 
loan so that the scheme may be taken up early. This should be in- 
cluded in the schemes under the planning commission. The opening 
of the main channelis under the consideration of the Govern- 
ment. It is said that more than Rs 44 lakhs is necessary for the 
openig of this Pattanamkal excluding the branch channels. It is 
our cherished ambition that this Government would bestow 
their attention to the problems that face our locality. The 
lands necessary for the Pattanamkal would be surrendered free of 
cost, . 
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It isseen that although the Budget has been passed some 
six months back the allotment of funds has not reached the 
Executive Engineer or the P. W. D. Officers. So we are not in 
a position toimprove the tanks. Itis regrettable that even 
after months, Government are moving very slowly in regard to 
the allocation of funds. I would earnestly request the Chief 
Minister to consider these matters and allot the funds so far as 
these tanks are concerned. I would also once again plead that 
the Vilathara lift irrigation scheme and Pattanamkal which is 
pending for a long time, may be expedited so that the people in 
that area may be benefited. With these few remarks, I once 
again urge upon the Government that some relief work may be 
started so that the sufferings of the people in that area may be 
lessened. | 


Myr. Speaker: Order, order. The House will now rise and 
meet again at 11 0’ clock tomorrow.

Extracts of Rules 108 and 109 of the Civil Courts Guide. 


108. Selection of Commissioners. 


1. Whenever the court selects a person for executing the 
Commission the court shall see that the person se selected is 
competent to discharge the duties specially required of him in - 
every case. : 


2, Experienced pleaders shall as far as possible be appointed 
as Commissioners for the examination of witnesses. 


3. Valuators of the P.W.D. may be employed as Commis. 
sioners for the valuation of buildings, and qualified accountants 
for the adjustment of settlement of Accounts. 


4. Where the execution of a commission requires professional 
or expert knowledge, trained employees in other departments of 
the service may be appointed as commissioners with the per- 
mission of their official superiors. If any objection such as in- 
convenience to the public service, or other reasonable cause is 
stated to exist, the court shall refrain from appointing the 
public servant concerned. 


6. Pensioned officers or officials temporarily out of employ- 
ment owing to, the reduction of establishment may be selected as 
commissioners due regard being had to their efficiency and 
character. 


7. Innocase shoulda relative, dependant or servant ofa 
party to the suit or of the presiding officer be appointed as com- 
missioner. The appointment of such persons, even if they are in 
other respects suitable, is objectionable on very obvious grounds. 


‘8, Commission orders for carrying out oath agreements need 
not necessarily be issued to subordinates of courts. 


9. A commissioner who has with him one order pending sub- 
mission of report shall not be given a second order. : 


109. Register of Commissioners.. 


Every court shall maintaina register (Appendix III. 
Form No. 75) showing the Commissioners attached 
; to that court. 


No addition shall be made by any court to the. existing, 


number of commissioners on its register without the sanction of 
the High Court. - ; . 


"The Presiding Officers may however fill up vacancies in the 


staff of commissioners in their respective courts without re- 


ference to the High Court provided they do not add to the 
number sanctioned for each court, 


. 
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The name of the Head Ministerial Officer of the Court may 
be included in the register. The names of clerks not below the 
grade of Rs. 30—45 of the court may also be included in the 
Register whenever such a course is deemed necessary | by the 
Presiding Officer concerned. 


' Typists possessing the required qualification may also be in- 
cluded as commissioners. 


The name of a commissioner who does not file his report 
within the time fixed by the court and who applies frequently 
for extension of time is liable to be removed from the register.

Shri V. Madhavan: I move thatthe Billbe taken up for 
consideration at once. . 

Shri K. Kochukuttan: I second it..

The Travancore-Cochin Medical Practitioners Bull, 


Minister for Medicine and Public Health\(ShriV. Madhavan): 
Sir, I beg to introduce the Travancore-Cochin. Medical Practi- 
tioners Bill. 

Minister for Local Self Government (Shyri K. Kochukuttan ): 
I second it. “ 

Mr. Speaker: The Bill stands introduced. 
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“ The Council shall have power to call on the governing body 
or authorities of any University, Medical College or School in- 
cluded in or desirous of being included in the Schedule,— 

(a) To furnish such reports, returns or other information 
as the Council may require to enable it to judge of the efficiency 
of the instruction given therein in medicine and surgery and 
midwifery; and 

(b) To provide facilities to enable any member of the 
Council deputed by the Councilin this behalf to be present 
at the examinations held by such a University, College or 
School, 

Ifthe said body or authorities refuse to comply with any 
such demand, the (Provincial Government) may, upon report 
by the Council, remove such University, College or School from 
the Schedule or refuse to include it in the Schedule.” 
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“No act done in the exercise of any power conferred by this 
Act on the (Provincial Government) or the Council or the Regis- 
trar shall be questioned in any Civil Court.” . 
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Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, this Bill is for the registra- 
tion of Medical Practitioners and for developing the indigenous 
and modern systems of medicine as set out in the preamble. 
Utility of this Billcan be had only when there is legislation to 
standardise the manufacture of drugs and the sale thereof. 
After the Medical Practitioners Act came into force, as a matter 
of fact people who vend Ayurvedic medicines have become 
medical practitioners as well. After the Prohibition Act came 
into force, I regret Ihaveto say that avery large number of 
Ayurvedic. medicine vendors are manufacturing — spirituous 
liquors and sell theminthe market. That has become a real 
danger to the country. Ifitis an allopathic drug there. isa 
standardisation fixed up and though there is no legislation in this 
country to regulate the sale and control of the drug, yet by the 
existing law in other parts of the world, the kindof drugs that 
can be marketed are of a standardised specification. The danger 
therefore is less in that kind of drug. Butin the sale of Ayur- 
vedic drug, any"man can manufacture any drug and sell it in the 
market. The manufacture and sale is free. In course of time, 
that man becomes amedical practitioner as well. Unless we 
take stepsto have legislation to control it, the result that we 
anticipate from this Bill cannot be had. Therefore, as a preli- 
niinary remark, I would invite the attention of the Treasury 
Bench tothis aspect of the matter and to examine whether 
Government can undertake a legislation to control the manu- 
facture and sale of Ayurvedic drugs as well. 7 
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Shri P. 5S. Nataraja Pillai: Iam coming to that. I know 
there is difficulty for it. There may be real difficulty in knowing 
all the ingredients of a particular kind of drugin that system. 
The reason for thatis this. Weknow that Ayurvedic or indi- 
genous systems of treatment were fostered and practised by 
families from. generation to generation. Certain knowledge 
they had acquired was keptasa close secret and as such the 
ingredients are not available to the ordinary medical practitioner, 
The medicine thata particular family has found useful for 
treating a kind of disease is kept asa close secret even today 
and that individualfamily transmits orally that system of specifi- 
ation from generation to generation. Such being the case 
especification for that medicine may not easily be available to 
other practitioners of the same system, Iknow there are diffi- 
culties of that type. All the same what I would suggest is, 
whether we cannot think of 'a Board that will examine scienti- 
fically all drugs and come toa conclusion whether they are in- 
jurious or notand thenissue a certificate in that behalf. In 
other words, medicines duly certified by sucha Board should 
alone be’ marketed. In my honest opinion, some such system 
will have to be enforced or else we will be allowing ourselves to 
be treated not only by the registered practitioners but by actual 
manufacturers of medicine too. Asa matter of fact we find in 
most of the Ayurvedic vaidyasalas Arishtam popularly so-called, 
which is after all a spirituous liquor, another name in the place 
of arrack that was being sold in the country after paying legiti- 
mate duty to Government. Arishtam is manufactured by Ayur- 
vedic practitioners thereby making illicit profit for themselves 
and bringing. about incalculable harm to the country. Unless 
such manufacture and sale are prohibited by legislation, the 
danger will increase so far as Ayurvedic system of treatment is 
concerned. Thatis an aspect ofthe matter and whether the 
Select Committee willbe able to consider it in the course of its 
deliberations or whether it isa separate matter for legislation, 
is 8 matter which the Member in charge of the Bill will have to 


think of. 


Shri Ambat Eachara Menon: Are not essences in the allo- 
pathic system of treatment sold in the market ? 


‘Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Ido understand the point. The 
essences are certified to contain a percentage of aleohol so far as 
the allopathic system of treatment goes. Butin the Ayurvedic 
essence, the quantum of alcohol cannot be easily ascertained by 
the prohibition officers. But if the officers are honest and want 
to prohibit such medicines they cando soin the usual course. 
In the case of English system of treatment, selling of essences is 
done with the connivance of police and prohibition officers, That 
is my opinion. . 
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Now, Sir, as far as the indigenous and modern systems of 
medicine are concerned, somuch has been stated here and I 
agree with some of the remarks. Whether one should be called 
modern or Western, Eastern or indigenous, perhaps it is better 
to accepta name which will have distinction but at the same 
time wil] not denote difference. The systems that are in vogue 
have certain values and assuch must be recognised without 
difference in rank. I will just point out an instance. There is a 
system of treatment called bone-setting. I donot know whether 
bone-setting is a branch of study in the Ayurveda College curri- 
eculum. I was not able to find it out. I think it is not included, 
Bone-setting or ‘“Thirumal” is a very important branch of Ayur- 
vedic medicine in these parts. Here] may state an experience 
which I have had. One of my relatives had his arm broken and 
‘he was taken to the Trivandrum General Hospital and admitted 
there. He was under the charge of the Surgeon General who 
was kind enough to give the best attention tohim. He was in 
the hospital for full nine months with Plaster of Parison. And 
there was alsoa suggestion that his hand would have to be 
amputated. Somehow or other that idea did not appeal to us. 
Then one Ayurveda “Thirumukaran’ said he would treat the 
patient. Iremoved the relative to the Vaidyan’s and in a short 
time, he was cured. After that he was able to lift his hands, 
and he also used to eat with his hand. He lived for four or five 
years after that. Well, this isan experience which I had had of 
the modern Allopathic system of medicine, in the premier 
medical institution of the State. What I am adverting to is this: 
aperson who specialises in bone-setting has to be registered 
within one year of this Bill, with ten years’ experience and all 
that, and after there is no chance for new entrants into the line. 
This will result in some difficulties. I will illustrate. Suppose 
there sa bone-setting Vaidyan whose family is specialising in 
that treatment. There are families like that in Kerala. The 
father registers himself. But the boy, who is under the tuition 
of his father, cannot enrol himself under the Act, after acquiring 
an experience in medicine for-ten years. Therefore, will not this 
provision shut out good practitioners in the field? _

Shri P. S, Nataraja Pillai: The position should be the other 
way. We should not shut out by legislation any branch of 
science which may be useful. There must be. a provision or we 
must devise some administrative arrangement by which this 
kind of specialised knowledge may continue. If the Ayurveda 
curriculum willinclude that and make provision for teaching 
that branch, I think this difficulty can be obviated; but so far as 
my knowledge goes, there is no provision for that, and as long 
4s that provision does not exist, there is a difficulty. . 
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. Dr. N. S. Pillai: Is it your ideato exemptthem from the 
scope of this Bill ?: 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Thatisa matter for the gentle- 
meninthe Select Committee to think of. I am only anxious 
that such knowledge and experience should not be lost to huma- 
nity. Why should this experience gained through generations of 
specialisation be denied to us ? 


_Shri N. P. Varghese: What is the remedy ? 


-- Shri P, S, Nataraja Pillai; I think Shri Varghese for asking 
me to suggest remedies. But my present object is only to point 
out the difficulties. 


. Now,in regard to the Siddha system of medicine, it isa 
system of medicine, the texts of which are in Tamil language. 
But I believe it is only one of the branches of the Indian or Ayur- 
veda system. Itis an indigenous system, and is extensively 
practised. It does not require the’ recognition of anybody, 
neither of this Legislature nor of the Government, for it is a re- 
cognised form of medical practice, which has stood the test of 
time for over a thousand yearsnow. Ina word, itis a well- 
recognised system. There are very great experts and capable 
practitioners. But the tragedy of the whole thingis that the 
provision relating to it in the Bill give ground for grave doubts. 
Tn schedule 2, as qualification for registration, they have put the 
certificate of an institution which has become non-existent. My 
charge against the mover of the Billis that he did not exercise 
sufficient care and interest to enquire into the matter whether 
there are institutions which teach Siddha system and issue certi- 
ficates. He was kind enough to enquire into the details in regard 
to the Unani system, and even went to Delhito.fix up an insti-+ 
tution to includeit. But he did not show that kindness and 
sympathy to a system which is in existence on the other side of 
the ghats. This neglect of the Siddha system is not justified. 


There is a provision in the Bill regarding representation 
ofthe. systems on the Board. Imay be permitted to read 
Clause 39: : as fee _ 

. td ¥- ao : Boe x. 

“Provided that if there are uot at least twenty five registered practi- 

- $ioners in any- of the indigenons systems of medioino, the © 
Govemmoent shall nominate a member in respect of that-syatem 
from among the registered practitioners in any of the indi- 
genous syatems of madioine to ba elected from among them.” 


- Having provided in the schedule, for the certificate of a none 
existent institution, thus shutting out all the Siddha qualified 
people, and then to provide. that the Board may continue even 
without representatives of the system, shows that it is the inten- 
tion of the Bill to exclude Siddha Practitioners from the Board. 
There will be atime when there will not be qualified practi- 
tioners. Yet the Board should continue. That seems to be the 
conception—I am deliberately not using the word, motive—be- 
hind this provision. 
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Shri N. P. Varghese: Should you not accept the principle 
of the survival of the fittest even in these cases ? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: That is exactly ‘what we are 
against here, If the survival of the fittest is the principle to go 
by, then you will not need this Bill, The best practitioner will - 
survive. But here itisan attempt toputa prohibition against 
the survival of the fittest. 


Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: Could the hon. Member 
say the exact or approximate number of Siddha Vaidyans in the 
State ? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Iam not able to say that. In the 
Medical Council in 1120 or 1121, there was a lot of trouble about 
this. There wasa petition sent to the Medical Council by the 
practising Siddha Vaidyans, and the signatories numbered about 
300. At that time, there was practically a battle in the Medical 
Council between the practitioners of the indigenous and allo- 
pathic systems. :

_ Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: Are there institutions 
imparting education in the Siddha system ? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Yes, there are institutions that 
issue certificates in-Madras, Virudunagar and Trichinopoly. And 
they are recognised by the Madras Government. 


Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: What about Visha 
Vaidyans ? ; 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I think that is a branch of study 
in the Ayurveda College. If I understand it aright and if I re 
member correctly, it is a branch of study in the Ayurveda College 
and there is a certificate issued by them. That is the practice 
now. If it is not, certainly, it must come in. 


Ido not want to accept community or class as a privilege for 
anything. As far as 1am concerned, itis the capacity and the 
knowledge that is important. 


Then, Sir, there is a distinction. It is only the registered 
qualification under ‘A’ that is recognised. A registry under 
qualification ‘A’. will be able to get representation in the Board. 
That is the provision. Unless he gets the qualification prescribed 
under schedule ‘A’, that is, examination qualification, he would 
not be entitled to be in the Board. There are two kinds of regis- 
tration: one on the basis of qualification and institutional edu. 
cation, and the other on the basis of practice and experience. 
Only the people with educational qualification and certificates 
will be entitled to be elected as members of the Board. Thereby, 
I feel, a certain distinction is made. Traditionally in our country, 

_ the Ayurvedic Vaidyans have not sought instruction in educa- 
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tional institutions. Is it seriously suggested that one of the 
Ashta Vaidyans, because he did not get a degree from the 
Ayurveda College is not fit to be in the indigenous Board? Why 
should there be that distinction? There are reputed families, 
the members of which are learned in Ayurveda system of 
medicine. Is any Vaidyan superior to the senior man of, say, of 
the Moose’s family of Vaidyans ? The old chief of the family 
evolved a particular system, but they cannot be in the Board. 
Why should there be that invidious distinction? Are they for- 
getting facts? Iam not a Vaidyan myself. Iam not learned on 
that aspect of the matter. But I have heard that they—the 
Ashta Vaidyans of Kerala—have evolved a particular system of 
Ayurvedic medicine with its thailams, pizhichil and so on. That 
developed into a family traditional system. They are called the 
Ashta Vaidyans., The senior member of that family who practises 
that system is to be excluded from the Board simply because he 
did not get a certificate from our well-conducted Ayurveda 
College. That is a point which I cannot understand. Why 
should there be this distinction? Whoever has practised in a 
responsible way and who has brought substantial knowledge in 
any field of medicine by his own practice and experience should 
be included in this Board. Why should the Board be made the 
refuge of all the products from the Ayurveda College? That, I 
would seriously request the Members of the Select Committee to 
consider. 


_ Then, Sir, there is a point about Section 23. My friend the 
hon. Member for Pathanapuram was saying about the people who 
practise modern system of medicine. Here, in Section 23, there 
is the provision which applies to the persons who practise modern 
medicine. Should it be made applicable for Allopathy? We 
have ever so many recognised institutions in different grades. 
Why should the actual practice of allopathic system be made the 
ground for qualification? As it is any one who has not under- 
gone regular study in a recognised institution can be brought in. 
fn the Ayurvedic System, all ‘those following it attend on the 
teacher and learn by experience. Is it possible for any man to 
understand modern medicine by following the old method of 
following the Guru and the experience alone? Why should we 
include them? We have a number of institutions to give them 
good training. They must be forced to sit for an examination, a 
test to be conducted by the medical ageney—not this Council, but 
preferably, the Medical College. That College may be asked to 
test them. ; 


Shri N. P. Varghese: Do you mean to say that even Vaiskara 
Moosu should sit for the examination ? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I said that they can come in with~ 
out an examination, because they had no system of educational, 
institutional studies. It was something like knowledge trans- 
mitted asa Gurukula system. It is the Eastern practice of impart- 
ing knowledge. But that is not so in the case of modern medicine. 
There is a curriculum of study and syllabus. 
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; If by empirical knowledge and some years of experience one 
thas attained proficiency in the use of allopathic drugs, he must 
be asked to sit for an examination or a test which should he 
conducted by the Medical authorities. Unless you register, 
simply because they were practising somewhere, they should not, 
as my friend the hon. Member for Pathanapuram explained, come 
in. Therefore, that requires a radical change. 


Shri N. P. Varghese : Does the hon..Member think that those 
who have no degree or diploma should not be permitted to 
spractise ? 

Shri P, S. Nataraja Pillai: Ido not say that. He must satisty 
a competent Board about his knowledge and his ability to 
practise. Simply because he arranges three or four bottles in 
front of his room, he should not become a Doctor. What I say is 
that the penalty enforced for false degrees and diplomas must be 
very severe according tome, There need be no sympathy towards 
one trading in false.colours. 


Sir, then.about the constitution of the Board. The hon. Mem- 
ber for ‘Chadayamangalam was saying that the number fixed 
for the Board was too much for the State of Travancore-Cochin. 
We must be very careful in creating Boards. Whatever may be 
that, fam not afraid of creating Boards for three or four systems. 
But as far as Homeopathy is concerned, there seems to be 
unanimity of opinion, almost from every quarter of the:House, 
that it requires a separate Board. If that be so, and if it will 

_ benefit the system, I have no objection. But what I would say is, 
if it is necessary in the interests of that system to have a separate 
Board, well, it is good. But if you can make better provision for 
-better representation in this Council if that will satisfy. the 
necessity of better representation for that system in the Council, 
I think it may be done. But, at any rate, we should not. give 

_xoom for any rivalry between these systems. Homeopathy seems 
to be a poor man’s drug. It is efficacious. It is not only the 
effectiveness of the medicines, but its easy availability which 
should be the determining factors in a country like Travancore- 
Cochin. This system must therefore get the same support from 
the Government, and the Select Committee revising the Bill 
must so.revise it as to satisfy the preamble of the Bill,i. e., “To 
encourage the study and spread of those branches of knowledge 
and be.of real use to the country.” 
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“Medical work” means practice of the healing art for human 
ailments of any sort by any measures by administration 

of medicines by natural channels.” . 
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“by any measures by administration.of medicine by natural 
channels for-gain” .

'“ THE INDIAN REGISTRATION ACT (TRAVANCORE- 
COCHIN) AMENDMENT BILL. 


Minister for Revenue (Shri A. Chidambaranatha Nadar): I 
beg to introduce the Indian Registration Act (Travancore-Cochin 
Amendment) Bill 

Minister for Finance and Civil Supplies (Shri Pamampilli 
Govinda Menon): I second it. 

Mr. Speaker: The Bill stands introduced. 

Shri A. Chidambaranatha Nadar: I move that the Bill be 
taken into consideration at once. 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: I second it, 


Shxi A. Chidambaranatha Nadar: The law regarding regis- 
tration now in force in the State is the Indian Registration Act, 
- 1908. The Indian Act does not contain any provision for licens- 

ing document writers. However, Section 64(1) of the Travan- 
core Registration Act had conferred on Government power to 
frame rules for the licensing of document writers. In exercise 
of this power, rules had been framed and a system of licensing 
of document writers had been introduced. Now that by the 
extension to this State of the Indian Registration Act which does 
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not provide for the framing of the rules for the licensing of docu- 
ment writers and the consequent repeal of Section 64 of the Tra- 
vancore Act, the Rules already in force have ceased.to have 
effect. ~ 

The object of the proposed amendment is to re-introduce the 
system of licensing of document writers. The Indian Act asin 
force in this State has to be suitably amended by incorporating 
therein a provision sirnilar to Section 64 (1) (b) of the Travan» 
core Registration Act. The bill is designed to achieve the above 
object. 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: I wish to offer a few remarks on this © 
Bill. It proceeds on the basis that licensing of document writers 
has to be introduced for improving document writing in this 
State. The hon’ble Minister has not given any other details, 
We have that provision in our State. My point is only this. Are 
we competent to amend the Indian Registration Act? No doubt 
the Constitution provides that on a subject in the concurrent list 
we can legislate without repugnance to the Union enactment on 
the subject. Therefore we can bring in this provision into our 
law. This will not find a place in the Indian Registration Act. 
This can apply only in our State. Therefore to me it appears 
that we should call it the Travancore-Cochin Registration Act. 
Probably we may call it the Travancore-Cochin Supplementary 
Act or some such title as that. The Advocate-General is present 
in the House. We can get his legal opinion on this matter. 
Moreover here we shall have occasions to make similar amend- 
ments.’ We should adopt some satisfactory method of entitling 
those laws. 

Shri O. C, Ninan: Even if we title it in a different way, 
will it not have the effect of amending the Indian Registration 
Act ? 

Shri A. Thanu Pillai: It willnot. It is only adding a pro- 
vision to our Act, which is’applicable only to our State. Itis 
not amending. 

Shri 0. C. Ninan: Then you also agree that this House has 
no power to amend the Indian Registration Act. . 


Shyi Panampilli Govinda Menon : The hon. Member from 
Wrivandrum has raised the question as to how these Acts should 
be entitled. Butso far as the Provinces in India are concerned 
i. e. part A States are concerned, this sort of legislation is not 
new. For example in the case of the Indian Court Fees Act 
which isa Central Legislation the hon. Member can see that 
this is the way in which that Act has been amended by the 
various States. That is to say, thereis a Central legislation 
coming under the concurrent list and to that legislation each 
State Legislature can have its own amendments. This is the 
accepted procedure everywhere in India and itis called amend- 
ment to the Indian Registration Act.. There is nothing prevent- 
ing this Legislature to amend the Indian Registration Act and to 
eallit the Indian Registration Act (Travancore-Cochin Amend- 
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ment Act. The reason is this. This legislation under the Con- 
current List and that Act which was passed in India in the year 
1908 have been extended to Travancore-Cochin under the Part 
B States Act and that law has come into force in Travancore- 
Cochin from Ist April, 1951. It is as much a law. of this State as 
any other law which was passed by the Legislature of the State. 
And we ean certainly amend that. 


The only limitation is this. Ifas a result of this amendment 
repugnancy arises, and even otherwise, the concurrence of the 
President of India is necessary. Thatis all. If this Bill will be 
passed it will be Indian Registration Act amended for Travan- 
core-Cochin. That law will come into force, and that will be- 
come valid only after we receive the consent of the President of 
India. That is how subjects falling, under the concurrent list are 
amended. This is the procedure usually adopted in all States in 
India and although we are-new to it the Part A States are not 
new to this sort of legislation. ; 


Shyi M. Gopalan Nair: From the explanation given by the 
Finance Minister it is seen that we have power to amend the 
Indian Registration Act. On going through the Registration Act 
I find that there are very many sections which require amend- 
ment and which are still in force. 


_ From Ist April 1951, itis the Indian Registration Act which 
is the statutory law in Travancore-Cochin. Even then I shall cite’ 
one instance. ‘There is provision in the old Registration Act that 
a document can be registered in any place provided the required 
fee is paid. Inthe Indian Registration Act documents can be 
registered only where the lands are situated. There are some 
other provisions in the Act which require modification. 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: . I' submit thatif any difficul- 
ty is experienced it can be looked into. Even if this amendment 
$s passed there is nothing preventing a further amendment 
being postulated.

portance, namely, the closing down of the Titani 

. Factory at Trivandrum, tum Produets 
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Sir, the company called the Titanium Products, Ltd. 
was started in. 1946 with a capital of about Rs. 75 lakhs 
of which the Government have subscribed about Rs. 38.25 
lakhs, according to one report, and. according to another 
publication, about Rs. 33°28 lakhs. Government are having 
a controlling share over the company. The company was 
started by the British Titanium Products who are the managing 
agents of the company, and the Government have, I believe, 
made an agreement with the Titanium Products for the erection 
and management of this factory with some other conditions. 
' The erection was completed in 1947, I believe, and the factory 
went into production in October, 1921. The company intended 
to manufacture titanium pigments, and some substance called 
“Anatase” is being manufactured. The productive capacity was 
estimated at something like fvetons a day. After working for 
nine months, the company had to suspend work in June this year. 
By that time, I believe, on account of the cost of production 
which was said to have risen to Rs. 180 per hundredweight, the 
company was not able to market its products, and it has consequ- 
ently accumulated a stock which could not be sold. If what lam 
told is correct, the company has a stock of nearly 186 tons of 
finished products to be marketed. When the cost of production 
was something like Rs. 180 per hundredweight, the product could 
not be sold even at the sale price of nearly Rs. 140, I believe my 
information is correct. Another imported variety of the paint is 
available at a low cost‘‘Lithaphone” or something like that. So, 
on a competitive basis, this factory could not at present produce 
the substance which could be advantageously sold in the market. 
Even after the company which was floated in 1946 has worked for 
five years, and after having gone into production and manufactur- 
ed the article the cost of production became so high that the 
product could not be marketed, That is the result of the work- 
ing for about five years. Even after eight months’ experience of 
manufacturing the product at a loss, matters could not be set 
right, and I am told that the company has now incurred a debt of 
nearly Rs. 14 lakhs. That is where it stands today. In the face 
of these difficulties, the management has closed down the factory. 
The matter for consideration of the House is this. Here is acom- 
pany which uses the raw materials of our State , plants of which 
were erected with the substantial share of Government money ; 
the company itself controlled and directed by the Govern- 
ment, and it has now come to a standstill and is faced with no 
prospects of being worked again profitably. What is the real 
implication of this affair is the matter which this House has to 
consider. Sir, if itis a question that the cost of production is 
really high and the article produced cannot be marketed in a 
competitive market, that fact was within the cognizance of the 
Directorate from the very inception of the factory. That, I 
think, must he within the knowledge of the Government too. 
Government, as the major partner in the concern, should have 
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realized from the very outset that if was a company in which 
thay have invested a large amount of public money and should 
have known that after the erection of plant and machinery at en- 
ormous cost,it could not be profitably worked without incurring 
loss, unless a new plan of work was devised early. Did the Goy- 
ernmenttake note of this fact in time? Ifso what action have they 
taken so far? Iam told there was recently an effort to put up 
additional machinery, to manufacture some other product using 
some new process to produce another pigment. Even there, for its 
erection, some money has been spent. Whether adequate care was 
taken to assess the cost of production, whether expert advice 
was called for, are all matters which the people have a right to | 
ask. : 


There is another aspect of the matter. As far as I under- 
stand, this industry seems to be of a highly technical nature con- 
nected as it is with the chemical industry, and Iam told that 
because of its nature, expert knowledge is absolutely necessary 
to handle the factory and its production. In the terms of the 
contract which this Government made with the British Titanium 
Products, which has the managing agency of this company as 
well there was a provision for supplying the British Titanium 
Products with a particular quantity of ilmenite from our State 
for their own manufacture of Titanium pigments. That means 
the Travancore Titanium and its Managing Agents were separate 
manufacturers of Titanium pigments from the same raw 
materials, with separate interests in their respective products. 
One other factor is that the article produced in this factory is 
being distributed or, in other words, the selling agents of the 
products of this factory are the Imperial Chemicals, Ltd., who 
are marketing the other variety of the product manufactured by 

the Managing Agents at a lower rate. The marketing aspect or 
the marketing activilics of this factory were not designed in 
such a way as to secure a hold in the market. The Impetial 
Chemical Industries, a worldwide organization which practically 
monopolises the chemical industries, is the selling agent of our 
products as well as the selling agent of the British Titanium 
Products manufactured in England, from the raw materials-I 
believe Iam correct in saying that—~supplied by the Travancore- 
Cochin Government in the shape of ilmenite. Thus, there is a — 
real conflict of interests. Is it due to the conflict of these inter- 
ests or is it due to other circumstances, that we find ourselves 
unable to sell our goods in the competitive market? These are 
matters that have to be enquired into. 


I am told, that the cost of management is very high in this 
factory. How far it is true, I do not know. I verified the infor 
mation which I got in this respect. I-can very well appreciate 
expert technicians being paid very high salaries or emoluments, 
but I am told that the cust of management—the cost of European. 
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as well as Indian Officers—comes somewhere near Rs. 10 to 
Rs. 12 thousand a month, I think the staff including the labour 
engaged in the factory will be nearly 300 and costs Rs. i4 thous- 
anda month. Now, practically the closing down of this factory 
‘has resulted in the unemployment of labour engaged there. More 
than that, the people of this country are facing the problem of a 
major industry started with the people’s money, being closed 
down and the plant lying idle. The only course that may be 
possible immediately will be to seek protection on the ground of 
severe competition. Evento seek protection, tariff protection, 
from the Tariff Board and the Government of India, we have to 
prove to the satisfaction of the authorities concerned—Tariff 
Board and such other authority of the Government of India— 
that the Travancore-Cochin Government are running the factory 
on rationalised lines, and that due care has been taken to bring 
down the cost of production and the management cost and there 
is unfair competition. Whether the Government are today in a 
position to say that and are prepared to stand scrutiny by experts 
is amatter which I do not know, and which Government alone 
can say. If we are able to get protection, perhaps we will be able 
to start work to continue the manufacture. 


" (Mr. Speaker in the Chair). 


_If€ we fail in that, the only course left open will be to stop 
the working of this factory and to invest further money to 
redesign the factory to manufacture consumer articles direct. - 
Sir, the extent of investment we may require to re-plan and re- 
start the activities of the present factory is a matter that requires 
expert investigation and careful Appraisal. Whether there are 
other practical methods or scientific methods or other technical 
devices by which we could reduce the cost of production is 
another matter to be examined. I am told that for the successful 
working of the factory we required sulphuric acid. The non- 
availability of this material and the high cost of it have stcod in 
the way of manufacturing product.at competitive rates from this 
factory. If] remember correct, when in 1946 this factory was 
designed for Trivandrum, simultaneously it was mooted by the 
authorities then in power, that a sulphuric acid plant will be 
erected at Kundara so that the sulphuric acid produced there 
could be utilised for the manufacture of titanium products at 
Trivandrum. Iam in a position to say definitely that there was 
a proposition of that nature under the active consideration of 
Government during 1946-47. Now I understand from the state- 
ments made in this House and the stray utterances found in 
Government publications, that the sulphuric acid plant erected 
at Kundara has been shifted to Alwaye where the factory is 
uuder way, the reason being that somewhere near by the rayons 
factory set up will be ina position to use up all the sulphuric 
acid produced there. There is necessity to manufacture 
sulphuric acid nearby is an established fact. The titanium 
factory at Trivandrum will be able to procure the necessary 
titanium raw material, ilmenite from Chavara, It is with a view 
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to help this factory’ that the sulphurie acid plant was proposed 
to be put up at Kundara as also for the development of indus. 
tries in general if the acid is found in sufficient quantities. That 
is how'I understood the position there. Whatever that may be, 
now we are faced with this problem. The Government has to 
face it. Speedy methods should be devised to bring the titanium 
factory into working order as early as possible. Before attempt- 
ing that the Government benches will have to give some infor- | 
mation about their past, that is so far as the working of this 
factory is concerned. Did the Government know before hand 
that this new factory cannot be successfully run? After know- 
ing that, what steps have they taken so far till the actual closing 
down of the factory? Were there not possibilities of antici- 
pating a close down of the factory early enough? Why did not 
Government devise methods to see that the factory was not 
closed down? If so, what are the steps they have taken so far ? 
How do Government justify their position so far as the closing 
of the factory is concerned? If the Government have neglected 
to assess the work of the concern and to envisage a close down, 
it appears, Sir, that it is a gross misappropriation and to a 
certain extent negligence on the part of Government to have 
brought about this situation. If the Government had been_alert 
enough they would. not have allowed for‘close down’ of the 
factory, which had been set up ata huge cost. Considering all 
these circumstances, we have to do something now for which we 
have to devise methods. If the Government did not do so, then 
it must be their indifference or negligence. The earlier the thing 
is remedied and methods found out to bring the factory again in 
working order, the better it is for the interests of the country. 
I have only to say that it being one of the very important indus- 
tries started here using one of our most‘important raw products, 
and that too being a rare commodity in the whole world, I would 
request Government to bring the factory into working order and 
to see that we rehabilitate it in the real sense of the term. 
Every effort must be made to bring about’ maximum production 
as early as possible so that the labour of our country may be 
engaged and the State may also be benefited as much as possible. 
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Shri A. Thaun Pillai: May I, at this stage, suggest that the 
Minister in charge may give us a fuller and probably more 
accurate information which would facilitate further discussion ? 
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their import, and that titanium pigments produced by the Travancore 
factory will from now on have to be used by our paint indusizy to the 
exclusion of imported titanium oxide and lithopone. Such vestric- 
tions which we place from time to time on the import of various 
articles on account of the need to conserve foreign exchange should

Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Closing of the factory is already 


. published. That there is some stock will also be published. -

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: You will notice the limit- 
ations under which I am meeting this question. This is not in 
the administrative control of the Government. I have agreed to 
answer because it is in the interests of the public. It is being 
managed by the Managing Agency. I may be able to collect 
information. But on the spot, I may not be able to give infor-, 
mation on these various points. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: May I know whether there is 
any agreement with the Government so as to.supply the British 
Titanium Company with any amount of ilmenite ? 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: I want notice. 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, the position is rather awkward. 
That is how I would describe it. The hon. Minister thinks that, 
after all, even though we have invested money in this concern, it 
is not a matter over whigh the Government have control and that 
itis a limited company and so Government are under a limita- 
tion. That isavery significant fact, not only in regard to this, 

‘but so far as our other industries also are concerned. Now, Sir, 
when, we take more than fifty per cent. shares in a concern like 
this, the basis of that is that we would have effective control - 
atleast over the management of that concern. But here, we are 
faced with the fact that practically, at any rate, to a very large 
extent in effect, the Government are helpless. That is a matter 
that has to be looked into. Even now, there is a proposal that 
Government should take shares in companies that are under 
contemplation. Of course; want the Government to realise 
the difficulties in which we may allow ourselves to be placed if 
we pursue the same policy. When we take more than fifty per 
cent. shares; the impression is that we have effective control. 
But where is the effective control now? So,if you take more 
and more shares, what will be the situation ? Hence the general 
policy will tave to be reviewed. We have not got money to be 
sunk in concerns of this kind without adéquate guarantee that 
our money would be well spent. ‘The hon. Minister tells us that 
even when.Kasthurbhai “Lalbhai enquired into the difficulties of 
the Industries in which the Government have invested the 
money, he did not give any indication about any loss in regard 
to this Industry. Isuppose I understood him correctly, 
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Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Icannot say that there is 
any loss. This is a temporary phase. The production began 
and today the; condition is that they are not able to sell any- 
thing. It is not a fact that we have suffered loss just at present. 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Anyway, the fact is that there is no 
more production, no sale and what we have already produced 
cannot be sold away. That is the situation. Whether we call 
it loss or not, it is immaterial. The Managers also did not give. 
the Government any indication in time as to what was to happer.- 
That is what I am able to gather from what the Minister said. 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: I want to correct one 
thing. Let there be no impression that our money has been 
lost. There is more than enough by way of capital and other 
investments, so far as money is concerned. What has happened 
is, temporarily there has been some difficulty with respect to the 
‘products, and we have to find a way out. 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: That position is clear. The building 
is there; the products are there. But when we have invested 
money and when we do not get any return, but on the other 
hand are faced with a situation in which the whole thing seems 
a failure, are we not to call it loss ? What else is the meaning, 
then? The building is there. The concernis not going. There 
is aclear deadlock. Nobody knows how the factory may func- 
tion. There are two difficulties. In the first place, we have not 
got material with which we could produce Titanium Oxide. 
The Company cannot function unless we get adequate supplies 
of sulphuric acid. How are weto get it? Itis not available. 
If we are to install a plant, what would be the cost? How 
would it affect production? We have not got enough funds. 
That is one aspect of the matter, Then, when we produce at a 
high cost, we-cannot get the market. -That is another. Even 
apart from the question of cost, it appears the market has 
shrunk. What appeared to be a favourable feature at the lime 
when we embarked on this venture does not continue. Every- 

~where the difficulty comes in. There is no ample market. 
Whatever market is available is not available to us, because our 
cost of production is too high. We cannot continue to produce 
because the necessary chemicals are not available. That is the 
situation. We have invested much more than we anticipated at 
the start. Now, in the case of a concern like thiswhere we have 
lost money, “is-it, not loss then? The money should bf coming 


in, the business should go on. There should be the market; the ~-- 
.-..labourers should get work. “All these are now at a- standstill. All 


these+things would go to show that the Management is not handl- 
ing the problem properly. Then, we should consider seriously 


whether we should Tur se factories ourselves. Have we the 
competent men to run and mana business ? We have been 
takivig shares hitherto in an indifferent way:-- Ia-most casos OUT 


return has not been much. There is the big FACT. “Now, what~.. 


is the fact about the FACT? Not very encouraging even now, 
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{Shri A. Thanu Pillai.] 


Twas told some years ago that the FACT would be able to pro- 
duce adequate sulphuric acid. What has become of their 
sulphuric acid. ? I was given to understand that the sulphuric 
acid produced by them could be made available to Industries for 
which the Government had invested large amounts. Nowhere is 
there so much difficulty. Here, in regard to this industry all 
these difficulties are put before us. And there is no clear sug- 
gestion as to how we would be able to get out of the difficulty. 
It is not as though the present Ministry can deny responsibility 
for this state of affairs in the Company. 


Mr. Speaker: Because it was started in 1946. 


Shyi A. Thanu Pillai: True, but we cannot say that these 
difficulties were now suddenly confronted with and that the 
present Cabinet is fully free. 


Shri Panampilli. Govinda Menon: May I know what the 
condition of the industry was in 1948? 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: The industry’s working was not 
started when I was in charge of the Government. It was a 
period of pregnancy. Not even of conception. I can under- 
starid if there had been anything wrong at conception. 


Shri Paaampilli "Govinda Moron: During conception there 
may be some treatment. 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Unless a person is definitely un- — 
healthy or ill, we do not treat pregnant person. 


Mr. Speaker: The period from 1946 to 1948 was a period 
of industrialisation. 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: There is no use of veferring to the 
half-year period when I was the head of the Government. 
Anyway we have to face the present situation. If we consider 
the responsibility of Government, the hon. Minister is not able 
to give us the necessary data. He may say he is not respon- 
sible for the situation. We must get the information as to why 
such a situation arose. We must find some solution for the 
trouble. -Government do not know how much money is re- 
quired jto face the situation. Government must enquire 
whether there are any chances of success, the fluctuations in 
the market, from where the sulphuric acid plant can get the 
necessary sulphur ete. Government should be in-a position to 
give us a picture which would enable us to understand the real 
position and the possibilities of getting out of the difficulty. 
The Minister is not able to give that information. When the 
factory has been closed for a sufficient long period, Government 
should have tried at least to collect all these necessary facts. 
Government-have not done that. There are very many lines 
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on which we should proceed. Which of them would really be 
useful and productive is a matter for serious consideration. 
We should put together all the relevant facts. There may be 
legal difficulty in terminating the managing agency. Mr. Menon 
told us that the managing agency is a subsidiary company of the 
Titanium Products Company in England. They and we produce 
the same thing. This is a small company when compared to that 
in England. We want to sell the thing produced here. No time 
should be lost. I heard that some expert from the Government 
of India has promised to come and enquire into the matter. He 
must be areal expert. I don‘t want to disparage the gentleman. 
He may be able to give better directions. What about the 
position when Mr. Lalbhai was here? Ido not put the whole 
blame on Government. This was naturally the result of some- 
thing which was going on. More than this, I have nothing 
to say. . 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Iwant to make this very 
clear: in his‘report, Mr. Lalbhai did not indicate that we are 
working at aloss. He suggested that there might be a crisis. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, there is only one thing 
which I would request the Minister to consider at present. It 
is very clear that there are not sufficient finances for the work- 
ing of the Company. We must find money somehow or other 
to rehabilitate the industry. That is the duty of the Govern- 
ment and the State as well because we cannot afford to lose a 
major industry of this type, If the Government of India is not 
going tohelp us, we must find money and rehabilitate the 
industry. There is some fsort of misgiving among the public 
about the subject. The Company in England conducts a similar 
industry and produces titanium products on a large scale. They 
have a monopoly of marketing the article in India and they are 
the producers of certain other things as well. There may be 
conflicts of interests. Itis the duty of the Managing. Agency 
to clear themselves up. They had undertaken to discharge a 
responsibility. But they had failed. Now the only thing left 
is to try the utmost to stop further developments to the worse. 
This Government must be earnest in approaching the Govern- 
ment of India to’ see that the industry is put on a better and 
sounder basis.” 


The motion was, by leave, withdrawn. 


The Assembly adjourned at 5.22p.m. to meet again at 
11 a. m. on Monday, the 3rd November, 1952.

Private Secondary Schools—post of supernumerary teachers 
—allowing of. 


As regards private middle schools the number of class teach- 
ers inclusive of the headmaster will be the same as the number 
of class divisions. No post of supernumerary teacher will be 
allowed however high the number of divisions might be. 


In respect of private high schools, up to and inclusive of 
seven class divisions, the number of graduate teachers will be 
equal to the number of class divisions. A post of supernumerary 
teacher on 45-150 will be allowed in schools which have over 7 

divisions and up.to and inclusive of 14 divisions. In respect of 
schools which have over 14 divisions two supernumerary teachers 
will be allowed. The supernumerary posts of teachers referred 
to above are in addition to the posts of the headmaster and-langu« 
age teachers in the schools. a ‘ 


The creation of the posts on the above basis will have eflect 
from the educational year 1951-52. ; 


In respect of private high schools in Cochin area, there are in 
existence sanctioned posts of supernumerary teachers. As more 
than 2 weeks have passed since the reopening of schools on 4-6-51, 
it is possible that teachers might have been appointed to such - 
posts. Itis not intended to disturb the appointments made 
already. Wherever appointments haye not been made,’ posts of 

supernumerary teachers will be allowed only according to the 
present order. Andin respect of schools where appointments 
have been made and: where there are more than one post of 
supernumerary teacher, adjustments should be made if, in the 
course of the year, vacancies, either permanent, or long standing © 
in the sense that they exist throughout the school year, arise. 
The supernumerary teachers in excess of the number allowed 
should be absorbed in those vdcancies.

Shri A. Chidambaranatha Nadar: They were not rejected 
but on the other hand they are engaging the attention of Govern- 
ment. : . 

Shri E. P. Varghese: May I know whether it would not have 
been better to have brought forward this Bill after some decision 
was arrived at on that point? 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Manon: Sir, in order to give effect 
to those representations it is not intended that this Bill should be 
acted upon. This Bill is based on Government assessment of 
land tax in Travancore-Cochin. And, I know, Sir, that this has 
given rise to certain misconceptions. If basic tax is to be in- 
troduced with respect to the kind of lands mentioned by the 
hon. Member for Alangad, that won’t solve the problem. What 
is demanded is that the dues to the Edavagais referred to may be 
reduced and the liabilities of these tenants and pattadars may be 
fixed at the rate of the basic tax due to Government. That is a 
larger question and a different question. 
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Shri A. Chidambaranatha Nadar: Whom are you paying 
to now, the tenant or the Chief ? 

ShriO.C. Ninaa: The tenants are paying the Edapalli Chief, 
The only thing is that it is being collected by the Government. 
The Chief’s agents will apply to the Taluk authorities and collect 
the amount and pay it to the Chief, Now, the. Government are 
not getting anything under the tax. Under such cireumstances,: 
the Government have no right to collect any tax further. . 

Shri A. Chidambaranatha Nadar: Government are not col-. 
lecting anything even though the basic tax is not introduced. 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: _I¢ will add to your burden, 


Shri 0. C. Ninan: If the lands that are liable to be assessed 
under the basic tax here enjoy any benefit, we are also entitled 
to the same benefit. Unless we are to suffer a certain amount of 
disability, it is not going to add to our liability. 


Shri E.*P. Varghese: Were the Edavagai lands brought 
under the Settlement? Were they brought under the Settle. 
ment procedure? ve 

Shri 0. C, Ninan: | Yes. 

Shri E.P. Varghese: In whose names are the pattas ? 

Shri O. C. Ninan: The pattas are in the name of the tenants. 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Is thé hon, Member for 
Kallooppara aware that where occupancy rights exist, pattas are 
given ? : a ‘ 

Shri 0. C. Ninan: No, in some cases only they are given.

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Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: No, in all cases occupancy 
rights are given. 

Shri 0. C. Ninans Anyhow, from 1068, and even before the’ 
Pattom Proclamation of 1042, we were enjoying permanent 
occupancy rights. Then, how can you take away that right? 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: What I suggested was that 
where there are occupancy rights, pattas will be.given; where 
occupancy rights are sought to be conferred, then also pattas will 
be given. Anyway, the right of a pattadar in law under the land 
revenue system everywhere in India is considered to be an indi- 
cation or index of an occupancy right. 
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Shri Panampilli -Govinda Menon: May I know from the 
hon. Member what his views are in regard to palliam properties? 


Shyi 0. C, Ninan: ‘That has not bean brought in here. If 
it Is sought to be included here and if I consider that it stands 
in the same category, I would say that proprietary right should 
be given to the occupants. 


Shri Panamopilli Govinda Menon: May I know whether these 
properties are dealt with in the same way in which the palliam 
_properties are dealt with ? 


Sh.i O,C, Ninan: Iam not aware of the dealings in regard 
to those properties. I know of the properties in Kilimanoor 
Edava'a, Vanjipuzha and Poonjar. If the facts are given to me 
about Palliam properties, I would say whether they deserve a 
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treatment on a par with the other properties. But as fay ast 
properties are concerned, I should be given all the see 


that the Pandarapattom properties enjoy. 
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Shri A. Chidambaranatha Nadar : May I point out that. if, ‘all 
these lands are brought under the purview of this Bill” Govern- 
ment alone is going to be benefited?

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Shri 0.C, Ninan: No. Tenants in Kalluppara are suffer. 
ing a lot at the hands of the Edapalli Chief, The hon. Member 
who is now pleading for the people had sent in 14 amendments, 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai; Iam always pleading. I ask whether 
you plead for the people. 


Shyi K. Balakyishna Menon: Sir, As one belonging to 
Cochin, I think it is my duty to appraise the Government 
of the possible reactions of this Bill, if it is introduced in 
the Cochin area, With that tobject in view I would place 
certain facts and figures before this House. In 1124, the 
total assessment for that year is Rs. 10,74.402-5-2. The major 
part of it came from the wet lands i. ¢., Rs. 7,26,691-2-6 while the 
revenue from parambas came to Rs. 3,47,711-2-8. The extent of 
wet land is 309948 acres, while that of the parambas is 4,54,398 
acres. Thus, though the extent of wet land is less than the 
extent of parambas, the revenues from the former is dispropor- 
‘tionately greater than that of the latter. The reason for this is, 
_the parambas were only nominally assessed, which when worked 
out will come to round about a pie per cent. If this land-tax-bill 
were to be extended to the Cochin area, there willbe a good 
drop in the revenue from the wet land and corresponding 
increase in the revenue parambas. The questfon which I desire 
this House to consider is this; who is going to get the benefit of 
this drop, aud who is going to share the burden of this increase ? 


The answer to these questions will depend upon the under- 
standing of the pieces of legislation now obtaining in Cochin 
regarding liability to pay the revenue. There is the Settlement 
Proclamation of 1085. There is the Tenancy Act of 1113; and 
lastly there is the ‘.Verumpattom Act’ of 1118. The first throws 
the burden upon the ‘Jenmi’. The second throws the burden 
‘upon the Kanom tenant. The third throws the burden of paying 
the enhanced revenue since 1118,0n the shoulders of the Verum<« 
pattom tenant. It is relevant at this stage to consider what 

. section of the people and how many of them would come within 
the operation of each one of these respective laws. To appreciate 
this you have to run your eye over the history of the evolution 
of the Land Tenure systemin Cochin, Originally the lands 
were divided into two broad categories, Pandaravaka and 
Puravaka, the former being land held by the Sircar directly. 
the latter -being those assigned to individuals or institutions. 
Whatever may be their distinction, in course of time both these 

-lands were demised on different tenures, such as ‘Kanam’ 
‘ Anubhavom’ ‘ Otti’ etc. The one characteristic feature is that 
lands got into the hands. of the middle class who looked upon 
it as a sort of investment. It is at this stage that Kanam 
tenants were called upon to pay the tax by the Tenancy Act of 
1113. Before long, however with the advent of modern tendency 
to seek employment in Government service, or do business, the 
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middle class left agriculture, demising the properties to the 
lowest strata of poor persons on ‘Verumpattom’ tenure. Now 
then almost all the lands are held under this tenure in Cochin 
and the original distinction between the various tenures ceases 
to have any bearing on the question at issue. . This is clear from 
the statistics of 1124. The number of non-cultivating proprietors 
taking rent in money or kind is only 4,549. While the number 
of cultivating owners come up to 14,170. These are the only 
people who are under an obligation to pay the revenue under 
the Settlement Proclamation of 1085 and the Tenancy Act of 
1113. It is these people alone who stand to gain any drop in the 
revenue by means of this bill and not the verumpattom tenants, 
because they are under no obligation to pay revenue under the. 
law, their liability being limited to the enhanced portion of it, 
Barring then these people, we get 23,953 tenant cultivators. 
These are persons probably holding wet lands as well as 
parambas, But there is still a wider section of verurpattom 
tenants who hold only parambas. This will be clear from the 
fact that almost every 5 out of 10 families in the State will be 
found holding some little extent of paramba at least. Therefore 
all these verumpattom tenants will have to pay the additional 
revenue. under the proposed bill by virtue of the provision in 
the Verumpattom Act of 1118, throwing upon them the burden of 
paying any enhanced assessment. Thus, while this act gives 
relief taa few rich men, would work prejudice to the majority 
of the poor. 


I enter a strong plea on behalf of the verumpattom tenants 
for the reason, that their back is already broken by what is 
known as ‘ Rack-renting’ prevalent in Cochin. I do not know 
if the honourable members belonging to Travancore realise 
about it. The original ‘Jenmi’ has leased his properties for 
a nominal rent, but the lessee has sub leased it for a higher rent. 
This process of sub-leasing for higher and higher rent goes on, 
till by the time the property gets into the hands of the verum- 
pattom tenant who actually cultivates it, he has contracted to _ 
pay a pattom which is beyond his capacity and the capacity of 
the land. To fix a fair rent and to fix a ceiling on holding, bills 
are introduced and the Government also propose to bring in a 
comprehensive legislation. Then probably some relief will have 
been granted to the verumpattom tenant. Then may be time 
enough then to throw this additional taxation on him; but not 
now. ; . 
Probably it may be argued under clause 6 of this bill the. 
verumpattom tenant is going to get a benefit. That is on the 
assumption that leases in [Cochin are of the character contem- 
plated by that clause. It is not so. So far as my knowledge 
goes, leases do not contain a stipulation, but only a direction 
which makes all the difference that a lawyer desires to defeat the 
object-of this clause. I will make my position clear, by means of 
an illustration. .I can lease my property in 3 different pays. 
I can lease my property of 10 paras of seed sowing lands for é 
pattom of 100 paras, Ican lease it for 100 paras alus tax. 
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ean lease it for 100 paras and direct the tenant to pay the tax 
from out of what is due to me and pay me the balance only. In 
the first case, I pay the tax. In the second case, the tenant pays 
the tax by virtue of contract. Inthe third case the tenant pays 
the tax by virtue of a direction. It is the last kind of leases 
that is generally obtained in Cochin. In all such cases, if there 
43 a reduction in revenue that is going to the benefit of the land- 
lord, and never to the benefit of the tenant, tenant having the 
obligation to make good the balance set apart for the tax. 


In the circumstances, I would suggest to the Government 
to defer this bill till such time the Government could bring ina 
comprehensive legislation or refer it to a select committee.

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“There are at present four Edavagei Chiefs owning absolute free 
holds and partial free holds im the State. “Ihe Edavagais of 
Kilimanoor and Edapalli were surveyed and settled during the 
last Settlement along with the other lands ofthe Stat. and 
assessment for thelands has been fixed on the lines of the 
Pandaravake Lands. The Vanjipuzha Edavagai was only 
surveyed but no Settlement was condyctad formerly in regard to 
this. In regard to the Edavagai of Foonjay, iis houndaries were 
alone demaxcated during the general Settlement. 


The Estate Rent Recovery Act conferred full propristory rights over 
the lands to the occupants. concerned in the estates of Kili- 
manoor and Edapalli and the arrears of 1ént payable to the 
Chiefs are made recoverable as arrears ofland revenue,’ while 
till the passing of the Edavagai Act DI of 1109 the arrears of 
vent due to the -Chiels .of Vanjipuzha and Foonjar were xe- 
covered by them by filing suits against the defaulters in Civil 
Courts, since the Rent Recovery Act was not applicable to these 
two Edavagais.” ; 
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; Shri E. P. Varghese: Sir, I agree-with the main principle 

involved in this pill for the extension of basic Jand tax to the 
former Cochin area, I object to the tax now in force in thaf area. 
I think it was in 1121, the basic Jand tax was introduced in the 
Travancore area. That was brought about to relieve the tax in- 
equalities prevalent then in the system of land tex. At that time 
we were living undera Government which respected a feudal 
landlordism. Under the present system of Government the 
Republic I cannot reconcile the tax freeholds, that is to say, 


large acreages enjoying immunity from taxation. 


Section 7 of the proposed Land Tax Bill enumerates a 
number of lands which are to be exempted, from the basic tax. 
One of my friends was saying that if basictax is. introduced in 
respect of them, perhaps it would further burden the occupants 
of lands. It isnot so, Unless theré is a covenant in the lease 
deed to that effect the océupants need not pay the land tax. As 
far as I understand, regarding the four Edavagas of Edapally, | 
Kilimanur, Vanjipuzha:and Punjar, 1 am sure most of the lands 
are not held by people tnder any particular deed. Those 
tenants have been enjoying those lands from time immemorial and, 

_ paying the rent to the Chiefs. Ordinarily itis the proprietors of 
lands who should pay the basic tax. On the other hand if it is 
argued that proprietorship-had been conferred by the Chiefs on 
the tenants of ,thesé .Edavagais, then of course the tenants may 
have to pay basic tax over and above ,the rent payable by them 
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to the Chiefs. As far as I understand, the basic tax is one which 
the owner of. land will have to pay. Therefore, the tenants will 
not be actually burdened. The apprehension raised by the 
hon’ble Member for Cranganore need not be entertained. 


Shyi Panampilli Govinda Menon: The hon. Member was 
thinking that by the imposition of basic tax, the result will be 
that the tenants will be further burdened, 


Shri E. P, Varghese: I cannot understand what he wants, 
A portion of Edapalli belongs to my constituency and as such I 
am interested in that Pakuthy. I am here to see that the 
tenants in those Edavagais are not made to pay anything more 
than the land tax or the one equivalent to it, the basic tax. 
Now they are paying :ent to the Chiefs. They should not be 
made to pay rent and basictax. That is what they want. Only 
one tax they should be made to pay., What I would suggest for 
the consideration of the Select Comittee will be that they 
should consider the question whether the Chiefs should 
continue to get exemption from tax or pay basic tax at least to 
Government. Either that question should be considered by the 
Select Committee. or Government will have to decide it kefore 
legislation comes into force, If this Act is passed Edavagais 
should not be left tax free. If Edavagais are to be abolished we 
will have to bring the land of these Edavagais under basic tax. 
Now that we are at the question of land tax, this is the time to 
consider whether Edavagais as such should be abolished. There 
shall be no land holder in this land who does not pay at least 


basic tax. 


My contention is that there should be no land-holder who 
would be free from paying basic tax. Of course, there. are 
certain difficulties in regard to Sripandaravaka, Kandukrishi and 
Sreepadom lands. I think that they are covered by the Covenant, 
if it is so, we may not be able to legislate for those lands. Then 
as the hon’ Membet for Cranganore said, it is a question for the 
Rajapramukh todecide. But if public opinion is in favour of 
bringing these lands too under the system of basic tax, I don’t 
think that the Rajapramukh will hesitate to fallin line with that 
view. But, as it is, I do not think that we are competent to 
legislate for these lands, As regards free-holds we can decide. 
We can iegislate on freeholds and decide under Article 
31 A-of the Constitution against the payment of corhpensation. 
The cnly thing is that we have to get the assent of the President 
of the Indian Union before that. law can be enforced. 


. Now, as regards the four Edavagai, Kilimanoor stands ona 
different footing. The other three are owned by Chiefs. Kili- 
manoor Edavagai comprises two pakuthies, Kilimanoor and 
Pazhayakunnumel, The particular featute with regard to-this 
Edavagat is that the rent due to the sovereign of the State was 
asked to be paid to the Kilimanoor Chief. This came into force . 
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somewhere about 903 M. E. This was ij 

rendered by the Chief to the sovereign, in return for the ssked ts 
be collected by Proverthicars and given to the Chief as far as 
T have been able to understand from records, Whereas. in the 
case of the other three Chiefs, they were exempted from taxation 
by His Highness Marthanda Varma who happened to annex 
those estates to Travancore. A big political question is involved 
in the case of these three estates. We will have to consider 
several questions when we begin to deal with their tenures. . 
Whatis the result of their annexation?. Whether, by annex- 
ation, the proprietory rights were taken away from the chiefs 
and vested in the Travancore Maharaja? Are the tenants enti- 
tled to hold their lands as Pandaravaka lands? All these 
questions would arise. The Edappalli Edavagai comprises of 5 
pakuthies. In any case, as far as my view goes, I do not think 
that there is any justification in continuing this system. There 
is no reason that a Chief should enjoy 5 pakythies without paving 
anything to Government. In fact, the Estates Rent Recevery 
Act says that the tenants of these Chiefs have all the rights of the 
citizens of Travancoré. The only thing is that they “must pay 
rent to the Edapally Chief. Government are collecting rent for - 
the Chief. Whether these Edavagais should exist and whether _ 
they should be given compensation if abolished, is the question, 
If they are entitled to compensation thev will have to be paid. 
The amended Article 31—A of the Constitution enables us not to 
pay compensation to Estates 7 i : e. with regard 
to erdinary Iand-holders. Article 31 A says that Estatesm 
exempted from getting compensation while the ordinary. land-: 
holder is entitled to compensation under Article 31 with regard 
to Estates, under Article 31.A we will have to get the permission 
of the President before the relevant ‘legislation is:enforced. .I 
would submit, Sir, that the Select Committee should.go into this 
question and study itin all.its aspects and: make a historical 
survey of the whole problem and-then decide,whether these 
Edavagais should pay or should not pay the. basic tax and 
whether they should be abolished with ‘compensation or without 
compensation. _Whed the discussion on the forthcoming land bill 
takes place before this House their study on this question must 
be available to us also. This question of Estates. has becomea 
vexed question ever since India became independent. People . 
were expectjng that all vestiges of feudalism will be abolished. ’ 
There is a hue and cry among the people that the party in power 
has not implemented their promises regarding this-land problem. 
Now that the Land Bill is--alsa coming: is-immitent we have to 


decide whether we should exempt any ‘kind of holding from 
paying basic tax. Bor besteer ee Se Te

isa land policy framed for the whole of India by the Planning 
Commission. Legislation regarding landis allowed to be made 
according to the circumstances and conditions obtaining in a 
particular State. But these laws will have to follow some basic 
principles applicable to the whole of India, These principles are 
against such Estates being perpetuated. Ithink, Sir, it is time 
‘ to decide whether these Edavagais should be exempted from 

paying even basic tax or not, 
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Mr, Speaker: So far as I am concerned I am not in a position 
to say whether God has life or not, It is a matter which requires 
more effort at understanding. 
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Shri-P. 5S. Nataraja Pillai: I agree with the Finance Minister 
that this is a Bill to. settle the dues realisable by Sirkar from land 
in the country. In 1121 when the basic tax Proclamation was 
enacted a fundamental change in the taxation policy on land 
was.adopted by Government. Till that time it was the policy of 
Government to- assess land tax on the basis of the productivity 
of the land and share a portion with the tenant. ‘But that system 
was abrogated and Government decided, that land tax need’ not 
be based on assessment based on productivity of land but simply 
a uniform low seignorage tax. That Position is evident from “the 
Preamble of the Proclamation itself : 
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“ Whereas it is deemed necessary and expedient in super- 
session and modification of the existing statutes relating 
to assessment of land revenue to enact that alow and 

_ uniform rate of basic tax shall be charged and levied on 

all lands, and to declare that the arrangement herein 

,contemplated and enacted shall inter alia and subject to 

: the provisions hereinafter contained be deemed to be a 
general revenue settlement of the State”. 


Sir, that fundamental declaration is very often forgotten by 
the Treasury Benches. Under the Settlement Proclamation the 
Government absolutely had no right to bring in a settlement or 
to revise the settlement within a period of 30 years. 


Shvi Panathpilli Govinda Menon: From where did you get 
the figure 30 years ? 


. Shri P! S. Nataraja Pillai: In the Settlement Act of 1060. 
I would request my hon. friend to read that. , 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: I have read that. In the 
Proclamation of 1060 it is stated that the Settlement will be for 
30 years, Does it mean that it would be for every 30 years ? 


Shri P. S, Nataraja Pillai: Under the natural presumption 
of the case it is so. That is the principle that was taken and 
adopted in official records and there was a right to have a ré- 
settlement every 30 years. That right was given in 1060 Procla- 
mation. By the Proclamation of 1120 that right was given up by 
Government and in the place of that, Government declared by 
law that a basic uniform tax in the place of the settlement is 
enacted and enforced. I take it Sir, that the basis for periodic 
settlement and revision was under the old conception of the land 
tax law. The old conception of land tax law was itself based 
upon that procedure. Thirty years is sufficiéntly a long period. 
The old conception that land is owned by the sovereign of the 
State and the holder is holding the land under the sovereign an 
archaic conception which nobody is going to accept now. Just 
before the Proclamation the head of the administration very 
definitely announced that the proposal of Government in intro- 
ducing the basic tax was to give up the right of reassessing land. 
So Sir; it was clearly declated that the. Proclamation . was 
intended to introduce a general revenue settlement of the State. 
Now in the introduced bill we find that the Preamble of the 
Proclamation is taken as clause 3. 


‘ Notwithstanding anything in any statute, grant, deed or 
other transaction, the arrangement herein made for the 
levy of the basic tax shall be deemed inter alia to be a 
genéral revenue.settlement of the State’. 


But even though the Preamble of the Proclamation is repeated 
in this Bill, it does not carry the spirit.

As you know Sir, some two years ago when the Congress 
Ministry was administering the country they revised the basic . 
tax from four cash to three pies which according to me is even 
now illegal. To put it in another way, it is a breach of faith on 
the part of Government to have revised it. Sir, the introduction 
of the basic tax system was really not so favourable in the case of 
wet lands. The rate was fixed at four cash. The matter was 
discussed and the Special Officer too went into the question and 
came to the conclusion that any tax above four cash per cent of 
land would be high and could not be justified under the condi- 
tions existing in the country. But the then Ministry revised the 
basic tax which-was fixed by the previous Proclamation. 


Now, they have again introduced this Bill, evidently as is 
announced in the preamble and in the Statement of Objects and 
Reasons, to extend it to Cochin area. Whether that should have 
been done under this Bill, I do not know, but having become an 
integrated terrilory,'there may bea necessity to extend the provi- 
sions of the land law to the other area as well, but it is a serious 
matter for consideration, Sir, even now, whether we should not 
revert to the original Proclamation which is the law on the subject 
and which this Government had no right to retract, This House 
did an injustice in agreeing to revise the rate fixed...... 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Is it the hon. Member's 
contention that this opportunity should be availed of to fix the 
rate at 4 Gash per cent ? ; 


Shri P. S. Natavaja Pillai: Certainly. But it is a matter 
within the right of the Select Committee. Itis a matter within 
the right of the Select Committee and within the purview of this 

- House. That was a revision which, according to me, was un- 
. authorized or was not well considered. So, that is the first finding 
I would make regarding this Bill. 


Then, the rate fixed must itself be a subject matter for con- 
sideration by the Select Committee. Then, basic tax is leviable 
on all lands. ‘ It is the only tax which the Government is entitled 
to collect. It is the only source of revenue for. the Government 
straight from land. In the bill, clause 4, it is said, “ in all lands.” 
Clause 4 says: “ Subject to the provisions of this Act. there shall 
be charged and levied in respect of all lands in the State, whether 
wet, dry or garden or under whatever tenure held, a uniform 
rate of tax to be called the basic tax.” Then, by another clause, 
they have made certain exceptions. If it had been left there, the 
right of the Government would have been only to charge a basic 
tax. The conception underlying the whole'‘legislation.or the Pro-. 
clamation was to charge only a uniform basic tax on all Jands in 
this country. The Government took to itself the right of collect- 
ing only the basic tax. That is the only tax that could be charged 
on land, That is the only tax.to which the landowner is liable, 
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He is not Hable to pay any other tax. That being so, Sir, by a 
subsequent clause, exceptions are being provided, Before going 
into the exceptions provided in clause 6, I would just. refer to 
clause 9. Clduse 9 says: 


“ Thiruppuvaram or Melvaram charged on and payable in 
‘respect of any land shall continue to be paid to those 
entitled to it as heretofore in addition to the basic tax 
thereon payable to the Government.” ; 


That is in variation of the declared policy of the preamble to the - 
Bill and the proclamation. Let us see what this thiruppuvaram 
is, Thiruppuvaram is an assignment of tax in favour of a third - 
party or a portion of the revenue payable to Government by the 
holders of the land. Thiruppuvaram is an assignment of a specific - 
portion of the tax imposed on specific land.- That, Sir, in para 314 
of the Settlement Report. Thiruppuvaram is a deduction not 
fromthe standard assessment or kanapattom, but from the net 
demand, iruppukaram. This is found in Revenue Manual, Vol. ©. - 


Sir, even in the Report on Resettlement of Mr. Nilakanta’ 
Pillai, the same view is reiterated. The same. is the position 
taken up by the basic tax committee report. In addition to this, 
in all these official, authoritative publications you find that’ 
thiruppuvaram is defined as an assignment of the net demand or 
tax.. When Government have decided to tax only tke basic tax, 
where is the other tax, lask. That is a discriminatory treatment 
of the landholder. Government had a declared policy. that it is 
going to enforce a uniform basic tax to supersede the old, archaic 
form of taxation by periodic assessment. Having declared that, 
having provided for a uniform tax by clause 5, why should an 
exception be made in clause 9 wherein the assignment is sought 
to. be perpetuated on the tax or the met demand. of the Govern- 
ment? That is an unreasonable proposition, Sir, which this 
House must seriously think of. The Select Committee should go 
into that aspect of the matter, whether after having declared as a 
general policy and after having enacted a measure to enforce 
that decision, whether we should provide another section to 
violate-the declared policy of the Government. My position is 
further strengthened, Sir, by a series of High Court decisions. 
One of the decisions which is quoted in Shri Nilakanta Pillai’s 
Reportis in S. A; 813 of 1104. There, the High Court held that 
‘“thiruppuvaram is a grant of a part of a tax or net demand by 
the Government due on a property to a third party and is not one 
of the deductions to he made from pattom or assessment for 
arriving at the net demand, and the pattadar’s burden cannot be 
enhanced by the diversion of the thiruppuvaram.” This is quoted 
in page 128 of Nilakanta Pillai’s Report. So, Sir, it is very 
clear that thiruppuvaram. is a tax, a portion of the net deman 
on land, and we have decided, and the Government have decided, 
- and the Government are seeking to implement that decision by 
law—to enforce a uniform basic land tax in all lands and every 
landholder is only bound to pay thet besic tax, Why should a 
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provision be-introduced to make the previous clause nugatory ? 
Therefore, Sir, the thiruppuvaram provision is a clause which 
ought to engage the serious attention of the Select Committee 
and if possible, the Select Committee ought to revise it. 


Then, Sir, about the exceptions, I would like to make a few 
remarks. You find in the exceptions that five diferent kinds of 
lands are being exempted. I do not want to talk anything about 
sub-clause (a) of clause 7(1), because I think I will not be right 
in doing it, and it is a matter that engages the attention of the 
Government already, and that will be decided by Government 
later on with the available information they might get. But Iam 
bound to"point out the facts regarding Kandukrishi and Sripadam 
lands. Jn the settlement report, or for that matter take any 
other authoritative land record, you wil! find they are styled as 
Crown lands. These lands are classified as Crown lands or farm 
lands of the Sovereign. Sir, we are now debating the question 
in 1952 when in India there isno Crown. They cannot possibly 
exist here now. Under the terms of the covenant, there can only 
be the Ruler’s property. In the covenant, if Iam not mistaken, . 
Article XV deals with the private property of the Ruler. f 
think it will be better to refresh our memory by reading that 
Article : 


“ Article XV: (1) The Ruler of each covenanting State 
shall be entitled to the full ownership, use and enjoy- 
ment of all private properties (as distinct from State 
properties) belonging to him immediately before the 
appointed day, (2) He shall furnish to the Government 
of India in the Ministry cf States before the Ist day of 
September, 1949, an inventory of all immoveable pro« 
perty, securities and cash balances held by him as such- 
private property. (3) If any dispute arises as to whe- 
ther any item of property is the private property of the | 
Ruler or State property it shall be referred tosuch person 
as the Government of India may nominate in consulta-- 
tion with the Ruler of Travancore or Cochin as the case: 
may be, and the decision of that person shall be final and 
binding on all parties concerned.” 


So, Sir, there are no crown lands in this country. Either 

_ they are the private property of the Rulers or they are the State 
roperty. That is the only alternative to lands entered in the. 
and revenue records as stipadam or kandukrishi lands. If the 
Ruler of Travancore State has claimed sripadam and kandukrishi 
properties as private properties, it must have been decided. by’ 
the Government of India. I will request the Government. 
benches to make an unequivocal statement to the effect whether. 
it has been claimed by the Ruler as private property or not, and 
whether the Government of India had conceded that right and. 
had declared it to be the Ruler’s private property. If it is not’ - 
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claimed as private property, and if the Government of Indi 

not declared it- to be’ private property. then eoveboe es 
driven to the conclusion that it is State property. If it is state 
property, then that exception will not stand. The state has no 
right to exclude that type of land from the purview of the basic 
tax scheme. I for one believe, Sir, that in so far as Government 
do not make a statement to the effect that these lands have been 
claimed to be the private property of the Ruler—and I am 
entitled to presume—these properties are State properties. So 
that exception provided under clause 7 must go; not only should 
it go but perhaps it will become necessary to make it clear by 
making clause 4 more comprehensive, perhaps by including this 
tenure there. 


Sir, it is stated in clause 4, “ there shall be charged and levied 
in respect of all landsin the State........ whatever tenure held 
veeeceee’s So that language includes all Kandukrishi and Sri- 
padom lands. lhere is no ground now to exclude those lands 
from the purview of this Bill. I would like to know whether there 
A p.m. 2te any valid grounds to exempt them from the operation 

. of this Bill. Then there are the freeholds (Adhikara 
‘Ozhivus) belonging to the Chiefs. That is a category which ought 
not to be legitimately dealt with in this Bill, We may have to con- 
sider land and its incidence in this context. Atany rate one thing 
is clear, as far as Kilimanoor Edavagai is concerned, because it is 
analogous ta Thiruppuvaram, it is more or less of that nature. I 
am sure of the fact that tax from those lands were transferred to 
the Kilimanoor family for some valid considération. I am not 
questioning that.- They may be entitled to get whatever land 
revenue from these lands collected by Government. As far as 
they are concerned it is Government tax that has been trans- 
ferred and that. would be clear from the available records of 
Government. Land Revenue Manual Vol. I would bear testi- 
mony toit. About Kilimanoor Edavagai it has been clearly 

. stated, it was transfer of tax to themby Government. It is only 
a transfer of tax that was done. The question is, if Government 
think it right, they may transfer such tax to any individual or 
institution. But the question is, whatis to be the tax and that is 
the matter relevant to this discussion. Government by a decla- 
ration of policy and-by law have enacted for the imposition of 
basic tax. That tax they must impose. . It may be diverted to any 
purpose. There is no reason then to exclude those properties 
the tax of which is enioyed by the Kilimanoor family and exempt 
them from the basic tax. _ oe, “ 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Is it the advice of the hon. 
Member that the State may levy on the Kilimanoer Chief basic 
tax-for the properties held or deemed to be heldby him? §. ~". 


make myself clear. It is not at all my idea. Itis only the basi¢ 


fax which the Government is éntitled. to levy on sirkar land. 
Kilinianoor properties are- sirkar lands. .-As- such .Government 
cannot now impose settlement tax on them. wee ewe ge 
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Shri Panvmpilli Govinda Manon: So, the opinion of the hon, 
Member is, Government must impose basic tax on them 2. 


Shri P. S: Nataraja Pillai: Yes, that only. Whatever tax 
that is realised may be transferred to the Kilimanoor family or- 
any family or institution. I mean that Government's right is 
limited to the right of imposing basi: tax on sirkar land. Thatis 
my fundamental proposition. By the declaration of policy, by 
the Preamble of Land Tax Proclamation of 1121 on basic tax and ° . 

“by successive enactments subsequent to that, Government stand” 
committed to the position that they will introduce only the basie 
tax on sirkar land. Having declared soand implemented it, by 
some reason or other there might have been lapses previously. 
Now it is time to rectify that mistake. Therefore I plead that of 
sirkar lands, basic tax alone should be imposed. Lands belong. 
ing to the Kilimanoor Chief stand on a diferent footing compared: 
to Vanjipuzha, Edapalli and Poonjar. I will first of all deal with. 
Kilimanoor where there are definite land revenue records to- 
show that it was only a tax imposed by Government that had: 
been transferred to that family. 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Now that we are at. this 
question, does the hon. Member then think that the tax should. - 
further be continued and given to him ? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: That comes under land policy and. 
why should we mix that with the issue before the House. I 
would request the Mitiister to stick to his statement. 


: My, Speaker: If any violation is efected he will apply for a 
writ, . 


Shri E. P. Varghese: Even if we pass an Act, the Edavagai 
ean file a suit for redress if really the facts were so. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: As long as we act under the 
Constitution, my position is that the Government must impose - 
only a basic tax on sirkar land. I request the Minister to stick to 
that point in the first instance. 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: May I then know, what ts 
he authority for the statement of the hon. Member that the 
Kilimanoor Chief is the transferee of Government revenue and 
not the owner of lands ?-

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Mr. Parameswaran Pillat, 
Special Officer, was specially deputed to study the working of 
Edavagais and he has submitted a report on the matter.

Member for his own 
yeading and try to form conclusions. In this Manual I find 
Kilimanoor lands being referred to as jenmam land belonging to 
the Kilimanoor family but for which no tax is payable to the 
State. 


Shri P. 5. Nataraja Pillai: Iam not in possession now of the 
book to point out other statements there. Land Revenue 
Manual, Vol. III contains ample reference to the point put for- 
waid by me, There are also original documents dated 903 or so 
to that effect. It is very clearly stated therein that a proverthi 
adhikari was asked to remit collections to the Kilimanoor.family, - 
It is a question of fact. That is what is found in the records 
refer:ed to by me. I shall meet the challenge in regard to state- 
ments at the Select Committee. J shall be able to produce origi- 
nal records to justify the positiom taken up by me. Letus look 
at the incidence and the history of iransfer of such Jands to the 
Kilimanoor Chief. It would become clear from that history that 
what was transferred was the right to collect revenues on those 
lands and not the ownership thereof. 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: In the light of what. the 
hon. Member has said, may I again refer to the statement made 
in the Land Revenue Manual, Vol. III, wherein it is recorded . 
thus. This is what is said about the Kilimanoor Chief ; 


“The tenures init are identical with those’ of the sirkar 
villages and the assessment leviable on them was 
regulated on the same principles as those applied to 
similar tenures in the sirkar villages.”

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: I think I require’ some 
more light on this very important matter. The hon, Member 
appears to know much about this matter and so. I want to furs 
‘ther the knowledge about these things to the little knowledge I 
‘possess. Ishould-not be misunderstood. . 


- Shri P.S.Nataraja Pillai: To acquire comprehensive know- 
ledge is a matter of cpinion. To the best of my information as I 
have understood the matter, it was only the revenue that was 
assigned to the Kilimanoor Chief. _ It was only after a particular 
incident the Sovereign of the State decided to assign revenue of 


“bite 
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a particular tract to that family. That is the origin. Later on 
during successive settlements it was settled. What we find isthe 
occupancy right. Then assessment was based on the same prin- 
ciple, as of pandarapattom. Then Regulation IV of 1068 and the 
Government’s responsibility for collecting revenue on their 
behalf. In regacd to the other Edavagais, the aspects were 
diferent. My point is this. Whether this is to be treated as a 
political act or whether it is to be treated as a private right, con- 
stitutes matters which must be seriously gone into. At the 
present stage with the limited information I have got on this 
subject I will not be right to make a positive proposition. The 
over riding factor is Act IV of 1068 and the Edavagai Proclama- 
tion of 1109, 


These are the two Acts which the Government have enacted 
and took upon themselves to collect revenue and hand it over to 
the Edavagais. If that be the position, Government have to con- 
sider whether that is private property. If the incidence of 
ownership is taken into account it is clear that the Government 
have become a kind of rent collecting agency as regards these 
estates. On principles of public policy, tax is fixed as rent at a 
lower rate to give relief to the agriculturists and the consequent 
prosperity of the country. So the Government are functioning 
as a rent colle-ting agency for the-sake of private land. That is 
the invidious position taken up as far as this Edavagai is con- 
cerned. If the incidence of private ownership becomes clear, it 
must be left to the owners to administer their estate by them- 
selves. Consistent with the civil laws. of the country the 
natural remedy of the land holder is just to enforce his legitimate 
claims against the tenant. My point is, why should this Govern- 
ment function as tax collector for private owners. That is what 
I am unable to understand. I put it to the Government Benches 
that if it is private property and if they are positive about it, why 
'- should they act as agents for collecting rent. Why should all the 
‘ moral and secular strength of Government be at the back of 
collecting the rent for this Edavagai ? 


My friend is referring me to the Jenmikaram. - According to 
me that is more to the benefit of the tenant. In regard to the 
tax I have referred to, there is not much relief, That is a matter 
to be seriously thought of as to whether that kind of provision 
must be there. Whatever that may be, I would emphasise that 
Government should not function as at present with regard to 
these Edavagais. Just like the question of landlord and tenant, 
this question will be tackled and that in the usual course, That. 
fs the attitude to be taken up by Government. I would request 
that the Select Committee would probe into this matter as 
exhaustively as possible and come to a decision. The attitude of 
Government in regard to clause 9 is very important. My friend 
- the hon. Minister has agreed to look into the matter. That must 

be the attitude to be applied in the case of sirkar lands. I ask 
' the question, why should thiruppuvaram be enforced.’ That is 


an assignment of tax. 
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Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: It was not oppdsed ‘by 
Government. 


Shiri P. S. Natavaja Pillai: That i is the correct attitude. to be 
adopted. With these words I resume my seat. 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: In the light of the opinions 
‘expressed in the House, Government will be prepared to move 
for consideration of the Bill by a Select Committee. Government 
. do not want this Bill to be passed as it is.

Shri A. Thanu Pillai: May I make one suggestion, Sir? 


Mr. Speaker: Now, I am in a dilemma. What is exactly 
the motion before the House? Is ita motion for consideration 
or for Select Committee ? 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai; Sir, I will make a suggestion. Any- 
way, the Assembly should meet to consider the Budget early in 
March at the latest. This Assembly should meet before that 
definitely because there is the long standing promise of a Land 
Bill. Certainly that Bill cannot wait till after the Budget 
Session. So, either there must be a meeting of this Assembly, 
separate meeting mainly to consider the Land Bill before the 
Budget Session, or the Budget Session should commence early 
in January or February. So, in any way either the Budget 
Session should be long enough to have its commencement in 
February or there will be a meeting before that. Therefore this 
difficulty as anticipated by the Minister. will not arise. If it 
arises, the provision in the Constitution which has been. made 
most use of by our Government here—much more use of than 
any other Government in any other State, namely, the Ordi- 
nance Provision--can be used. My suggestion, therefore, is. that 
this may go to a Select Committee. :

Depression in the Coir Industry—Measures for its Revival 
and for the Development of theCoir producing Areas, 


Periodic. occurrence of slump has: become a feature in the 
Coir Industry. This is clear when the position of the Industry 
for the past ten years is taken into consideration. During this 
period there have been spurts in the buying of coir goods in 

foreign markets followed by recessions in the trade. Any 
marked recession would result in serious unemployment and 
under-employrient among the workers engaged in the Industry 
and. Government had often to step in the past and to take relief. 
measures to afford relief to the unemployed thousands. This is 
the fourth occasion when relief measures have become necessary 
to-alleviate the distress and suffering of the workers. 


2, Extent of the Depression: An appraisal of the extent and 
intensity of the depression in the Coir Industry can be made 
from the total shipments of Coir and Coir: products from: the 
Ports of Alleppy and Cochin. The. shipments rose from 60,280. 
tons in 1931-1932 to 80,175 tons in“1950-1951. The decline staried — 
ini951. As against 77,845 tons in 1950, the figure for 1951 was 
73,850 tons. This decline was particularly noticeable in the 
export of coir mats and mattings. In 1950-1951, it declined to 
18,700 tons.. The downward trend in the export of coir mats and 
mattings has become very pronounced in 1952. The total ship- 

. ments in the first quarter of 1952: was 2,700 tons approximately 
as against 5,500 tons in the first quarter of 1951 and 7,400 tons in 
the first quarter of 1950. oy . 

3. Causes of th depression: The reason for the depression 
in the Industry is mainly the slackness of demand from foreign 
buyers. Asa matter of fact there have been fluctuations in the 
trade attending the aftermath of the war. “First there was the 
somewhat fevarish desire by overseas buyers to restock them- 

- selves with Coir articles which had been in extremely short- 
supply for six years. Then followed a natural market reaction 
accentuated by currency difficulties which resulted in import 
restrictions in the consuming market. The position was and still 
is to a largé extent—that Overseas markets were in need 6f the 
products of the Coir Industry but those responsible for controlling 
the internal economy of the countries concerned were wnable to. 
give sufficient priority to coir goods in their ‘list of controlled ~ 

“imports to enable their importers to secure the supplies required 
by them.” : “ 


‘4, There are also other ‘internal reasons which contributed 
to the decline in the Industry. The disorganised condition of the 
Industry resulting in uneconomic competition among the manu- 
facturers and their resorting to un-businesslike practices, such as 


* i ’ 
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trading in different names, pirating of samples, shipping goods 
below samples and so on, adversely affected the prestige of the 
Coir goods in Overseas markets. * 

The shrinkage of demand from foreign buyers and the 
chaotie condition of the Industry naturally resulted. in wide- 
spread unemployment among coir workers in general. But so far - 
as the factory workers are concerned, the extent of the un- 
employment is also due to unrestricted labour supply. There is 
an excess supply of labour which has prejudicially affected the 
employment position in the Industry. ; : 


‘5. " Employment-position: There are no reliable statistics to 
gauge the employment position in the Industry before and after 
the recent slump.’ When examining this matter it is initially 
necessary to consider the two phasés of the Industry, one relating | 
to the processes connected with the manufacture of coir yarn and 
the other to the manufacture of coir yarn into coir mats and 
matting. .Thefirst of these is a ‘widespread Cottage Industry 

. along the entire Malabar Coast and the. second is a factory 
industry located chiefly in -Alleppey and Shertallai. In regard 
to the retting of coconut-husk and the production of. coir 
yarn, no data are available to ascertain exactly the number of 
persons engaged in these processes. The Smith Committee. 

’ Report (1948) ‘has estimated that the total of 1,94,847 persons 
were dependent on the production of Coir and Coir goods in the | 
Taluks in the “Lowland” Division viz., Chirayinkil, Quilon, 
Karunagapally,. Karthigapally, Vaikm, Parur, Ambalapuzha 

‘and Shertallai.. This figure will exceed by about 25 percent . 
when the Coir producing centres in ‘Cochin are also included. 
The extent of. unemployment’ among this. vast section of the 
population. is unascertainable without: a close investigation., 
Nevertheless, it can be presumed from the existing slackness in 

. the demand for coir yarn that there ‘is serious ‘unemployment - 
and under-employment among them. Even’ in ‘the case of the. 
workers engaged in the manufacture of coir mats and matting in 
factories, reliable information about their numerical strength is 

, unavailable, although they claim. to be orgartised under the Trade — 

‘Unions. From the information gathered from the Labour 
Officers it is seen that about 11,400 persons are completely thrown 
out of work now in Ambalapuzha Taluk. Of the. 4,600 persons 

_who are said to be still attached to the factories;a substantial 

* number is under-employed with work only for'two or three days’ 
a week.

. 6 Previous attempts to organise the Industry: No systematic 
attempt has been made in-the past to organise and regulate the ~ 
_ industry. In 1939, the George Committee conducted an elaborate 
* enquiry into the Industry and suggested measures for organising 
the mats and matting section of the Industry with the help:and | 
co-operation of Government. These suggestion wete not pursued

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and nothing worthwhile was done in that direction. Faced with 

_a crisis in 1948, the Smith Committee reviewed. the whole posi- 
tion and offered suggestions. for stabilising the Industry. The 
Committee also reiterated the recommendations of the George 
Committee. On both occasions when the Committees made their 

_ recommendations, the crisis which necessitated the enquiries, 
was tided over and naturally active steps were not taken to im- 
plement the recommendations. 


At the present juncture the crisis in the Coir Industry has 
begun to attract more attention. Apart from the fact that it is 
more or less a monopolistic industry for the State ithas consider, 
able significance as an Industry earning foreign credit. There- 
fore opinion has crystallised in all quarters that an earnest effort 
should be made to systematise and rationalise the Industry in all 
its phases. 


. 7 The Production of Coir yarn -and Allied Process: In 
any scheme of organising and rationalising the Industry 
on a sound basis the differential character of its twa phases, 
mentioned above, has to be kept in view. The first phase being 
processes connected with the manufacture of coir yarn forms 
fundamentally a Cottage Industry spread over -practically the 


. whole of the Coastal region of Travancore-Cochin «and Malabar, . 


The improvements to be made in this Section of the Industry 
_relate to co-operative effort and better marketing methods. The 
production of coir yarn does not stand in need of. any large 
capital investment and the problems pertaining to it are similar 


to any other Cottage Industry. The organisation of Coir yarn 


roduction to ensure maximum advantage to the large number of 
workers dependent on the industry demands, (a) education and 
propaganda among the people engaged in production, (b) forma- 
tion of Co-operative Societiés and the provision of facile credit 
_ and (c) improvement of marketing conditions through the 


establishment of ware-houses in producing centres. These can 


be attended.to with the existing legislation. 


|. 8... Organisation of Co-operatives: Government have already 
taken up the organisation of the above section of the Industry on 
‘a co-operative basis and Co-operative Societies (1). for retting 
husk, (2) spinning yarn and (3) marketing have been orga- 
nised on a limited scale. The scheme is intended to be spread 
ovet a period of five years beginning with 1950. 24 Societies in 
‘Travancore and.5 in Cochin have already been organised and

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9. It is understood that all the Societies are not functioning 
properly and the whole scheme is behind thé schedule. In the 
formation. of Societies among the people engaged in retting husk 
and spinning coir yarn, due care and: caution has to be bestowed. 
Most. of these persons are extremely poor and illiterate and 
oftentimes ‘under the spell of insidious propaganda of subversive 
elements. The most important factor that has to be kept in 
view in any co-operative venture here is the instilling of con- 
fidence in the movement. So, there is no point in the hasty 
‘multiplication of Societies sponsored by uninformed erithusiasts 
which may ultimately fizzle out and sap the confidence of the 
people. To. guard against such developments new Societies 
should be put.on probation for periods ranging from three to 
eight months and should be given all the attention from Ins- 
pectors which registered Societies get. If the working during 
this period was found to be satisfactory and if sufficient 
assurance of steady work was obtained the registration should 
be given. Such a safe-guard is necessary in the case of Societies 
of the sort as pointed out by the Devadhar Committee Report 
- ‘in 1984. Keeping this objective 24 Societies will have to be ‘ 
organised during this year. This matter will be attended to as 
soon as the Coir Special Office is: transferred to Alleppey. It 
may: be mentioned here that in the Budget of the last Financial 
Year a provisidn of Rs. 10 lakhs was included for financing 
the Societies. This provision-was: not. utilised during the year. 
‘In the current year’s Budget, only Rs. 2,000 has been provided 
under this item. This provision will have to be supplemented 
by an ‘additional allotment for financing existing and new 
Societies. Pyoposals. in this regard will be submitted shortly. — 


10. Ware-housing: ‘In the marketing of coir yarn the system 
_of ware-housing should be introduced. Licensed. ware-houses 
should have to be established.in all producing centres. and the 
supply of yarn to the factories should be made only through 
ware-houses where the grading of coir yarn should be the first 
step in the overall standardisation of coir goods. The standardi- 
_ sation of mats and matting with a multiplicity of designs and 
satterns isnot an easy process. The grading of yarn will go 
’ a great way. towards the standardisation of manufactured articles 
and ware-housing is the best method of this purpose. About 5 
years back, an attempt was made to work the ware-housing 
system in Alleppey. It proved abortive because the bigger 
factory owners were not enthusiastic about it. But once Co- 
operatives are made to function at the bottom of the production 
structure, the system of wafe-housing can be made: an essential 
link in the trade. Towards the end of the current year atleast 
two Co-operative Ware-houses should be opened in Alleppey for

11. Second phase—Coir mats.and matting—Present posi- 
tion: The problems which face the coir mats and matting in- 

’ dustry require.a different treatment from those . detailed above. 
The George Committee reported.in 1939 that owing. to its disor~ 
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ganised and chaotig condition the Industry was not reaping the 
sadvantages to which its well-nigh monopolitistic position entit]. 
edit, This isa state of.affairs which brings no benefit to the em- 
ployers, the workers and the State. The Committee found that 
“ahere are too many factories, too much plant and too much ° 
labour in the Industry with the result that there is tremendous 
competition, dwindling profits, wage cuts and unemployment., 
The Industry is faced with a serious crisis and it can be saved 
from its present plight only by the adoption /of measures which 
will control unhealthy competition and enable it to earn: reagon-. 


able profits. The picture is a depressing one, but no one who . 


has'studied the subject carefully will deny that it isa true ‘one, 
The question’is what is the way out. Are we to allow matters 
to take their own course hoping the fittest will survive. A’: 
policy of laissez-faire will it seems to us be disastrous. The 
urgent need of the hour for the mats and matting industry is the - 
inauguration of a scheme of control with the help and co-opera- | 
tion of the Government.” - 


. 12, Control of the Industry: The necessity for organising. . 
the Industry on a sound basis was also pointed out by the Panel. - 
on “Coir, Rope, Cordage and other five Industries,” constituted 
‘by the Government of India in 1945. The Smith Committee of 
1948, while expressing themselves against any rigid control, en- 
visaged a helpful regulation of the Industry by the: consti- 
tution of a Government Trade Committee.

_ 14," Essentials of the Control Scheme : | Any form of ration- 
alising the Coir Industry should aim at,the elimination of the 
multiplicity of interests engaged in the Industry and which have 
unleashed uneconomic competition and other evils tending to. - 
paralyse the whole -business.: Broadly classified there are -at 
present four sections covering the production and marketing of 
mats and matting, These are (i) Manufacturing-shippers, (ii) 
Factors (iii) Rural Manufacturers and (iv) Cottage factories. 
Manufacturing-shippers include larger factories who manutfac- 
ture and ship goods on their own account, Factors are shippers 
who do notown factories but who canvass orders, from foreign.

15. ‘When the George Committee reported in 1939 the total . 


number of factories was estimated at 290. Even this number of 
factories was considered to be in excess of the requirement as 


. disclosed by the term-of reference to the Committee viz. - ‘‘impos- 


ing restrictions on the establishment of factories with a view to 
avoid mushroom factories. Since the above Committee reported 
the increase in the number of factories has been incenceivably 
rapid and in 1948 the number of factories increased to 524. “This . 
lop-sided growth of the Industry led te several evil consequences 
like unchecked and ruinous competition, undercutting of prices, 
shipping goods below sarnples etc. These unwholesome develop- 
ments can be countered only by a properly. constituted control 
Board. It should be the function of the, Board primarily to 
register shippers, license factories, eliminate factors and stimulate 
the f6rmation of co-operatives comprising smaller units.to handle 
marketing along with bigger shippers. . 7 


16. The Smith Committee has suggested that the reputation 
of the Coir Manufacturing Industry would be better protected, if 
factory production were confined to large concerns who'-are - 
fully equipped with technical staff and who are therefore more 


_ capable of producing articles which would satisfy overseas consu« 


mers. The above suggestion aims at concentrating ‘the Industry .. 


- in the hands of a few bigger concerns who will be enabled to> . 
. corner the markets and shut out new entrants. ‘As the Coir 


Industry is essentially. a Cottage Industry every endeavour 


_ should be made to stimulate the emergence of co-operatives .foi - 


handling the production and marketing of coir goods. So it. 
should be the paramount concern of the proposed Control Board °- 
to foster smaller producing units ona co-operative basisso that 
ultimately co-operatives may have a deciding voice in the#Indus- 
try. _Besides-exercising control over the Industry, the Board 
should assess the market conditions in foréign countries, conduct 
propaganda and do everything possible to stimulate demand for 


Coir goods in India and outside. Necessary legislation for the 


creation of the Board-will have to be enacted on an All«India 


basis on the lines of the Tea Expansion Board, Rubber Board and 


Indian Central Cocoanut Committee. As pointed. out already 
the details of the Control Board may be, worked out after the. 


. scheme expected from the two Agsociations is received. 


17. Excess Labour Supply: ‘Any arrangement for controlling. 


. the Industry would result in the elimination of excess equipment 


and plant now available in the Industry and would affect its, 
employment position. In 1939 with 290 factories the George - 
Committee found that equipment and plant were far in excess of - 
the requirement. The natural consequence of this-‘situation was 


_ that the supply of labour has far our-run the demand. The position’ 
‘has become worse with the increase in the number of factories. It _ 
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isa common practice in many of the factories when there is not 
sufficient work to keep all the plant occupied, to give a rotation 
of work so as to ensure that as many as possible obtain atleast 
partial employment. ‘Apart from the fact that such rationing of , 
_ work is possible only to a limited extent, it resulted in unstable - 
conditions forlabour. One disconcerting effect of this. is the 
very low earnings which a worker may get. Asa matter of fact, 
asurvey of earnings of the: factory workers in 1409 families 
showed that actual average earnings through under-employment 
were no more than an average of Rs.7 chs. 3 per month. This 
is really deplorable. To niitigate the adverse effects of this 
situation and thereby to ensure the better-ordering of the In- 

- dustry and the earning of adequate wages by labour, the problem 
of redundant labour has to be -effectively solved. With this end 
in view, the George Committee ‘suggested the registration of 

. workers on the levy of nominal fee and the control of admission . 
of new workers. It was also suggested that the employers should 
be insisted upon to keep a register of permanent ‘workers and 
substitute workers. . 

18. Registration of Coir Factory Workers: That therd is an 
excess supply of labour in the Industry, is undediable. Even 
during the period when the Industry was at its peak all the so- 
called Coir factory workers were never fully employed and so - 
with bleak prospects in store for the Industry, the number of 
workers should be necessarily limited. The suggestion for. 
checkmating further drift into the industry will not also solve 
the problem of superfluous labour. Along with the licensing of 

“factories envisaged above, registration of workers in each factory 
should be conducted categorising them into permanent and sub- ° 
stitute hands. , vy 

.* 19. Of course the registration of workers would remove per- 
manently alarge number from the category of Coir factory 
workers. Except the satisfaction of styling themselves as Coir 
Factory workers, the persons who might be removed from the 
Industry consequent to registration, are even now, chronically 
unemployed. .Such removal is quite necessary for stabilising the . 
Industry*which alone should not be made to bear the burden of 
general unemployment. ——- . 
. 20." The registration of workers may not probably receive the ° 
* wholehearted acceptance of Labour Unions unless they are pre- 
ared to take a long-range view of the interest of the Industry as 
a whole.. Obviously the proposed registration .of workers and 

- the condequent.reduction in the number attached to the factories 
will affect the organisational position of some of the prominent 
Unions in the Ambalapuzha and Shertailai Taluks. “But, if they. . 
adhere to genuine trade union principles, there is no reason why 

- they should. with-hold their support to the scheme.. From the 
side of the employers, I think support may be forthcoming. 


21. Unemployment Insurance: The registration of workers 
‘would make the labour. in the Coir Factories sizeable facilitating 
the formulation of proposals for affording relief whenever 
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unemployment occurs in the ‘Industry. In’ the nature of this 
Industry, principally catering: to foreign markets, recurrence of 
periodic slumps may be likely and so a pattern of relief arrange- 
ment has to be kept ready to help the labour who have cast their 
’ lot with the Industry. The obvious solution for this is the. organi- 
sation of an unemployment insurance for the Coir factories. 


22. The Gorge Committee without due application to this 
matter held that it was not.practicable to introduce any scheme of - 
unemploymert insurance. Probably, ideas about unemployment 
insurance, had not ctystallised in 1939 when the Committee 
reported. The Smith Committee considered this question and. 
expressed the view that in the first place it was difficult to 
separate coirf actory labour from agricultural labour, that un- 
employment insurance should -be- of a State-wide character and 
-could not be considered in relation to one District or one Industry 
and that an effective scheme of the sort would need high contri- 
butions swelling the present expenditure on wages. Although 
the Smith Committee is categorically against unemployment 
insurance, with the better-ordering of the Industry expected by 
the. Control Scheme, there is no reason for the apprehensions 
entertained by the Industrialists. There is no gainsaying the 
fact that -unemployment insurance should be. of a State-wide 
character. That. is no argument why a beginning should not be 
made'in the Coir Factories which are more organised than other 
Industries. Lo 


.28, If the suggestions relating to the registration of workers 

and unemployment insurance are. considered worth pursuing, 

“details may be worked out before placing them before employers 
and workers for consideration. 


24, ‘Fhe registration of Coir Factory workers with no prospect 
of employment those kept out of the Coir Industry, Will naturally 
have some unseemly repercussions. Even though the, majority . 
of the so called Coir Factory workers, are mostly unemployed or 
- under-employed, they may not like the prospect of being per-. 

manently excluded from that category. They will naturally 
. swell the ranks of the general‘ unemployed in these areas. Alter- 
native sources of employment are scarce, particularly because of 
the bad plight now facing the Oil Industry. At any rate, the 
problem of unemployment in Alleppey and Shertallai deserves 
special attention owing to a variety of reasons. The existence of 
more or less famine corfditions, except when there is a brisk 
demand for Coiy and Coir goods, density of population, parti- 
cularly of the landless classes, insufficiency of different varieties 
of food crops, concentration of unemployed labourers, intensive 
_aetivity of subversive elements, etc., necesstaite special treatment 
in regard to these areas. In these circumstances, along with the 
measures for the rationalisation of the Coir Industry, ‘steps have 
to be taken for the economic development of these ardas and for 
opening up new avenues of employment to the large number of 
unemployed persons. This is possible only after an objective 
». appraisal of resources and possibilities. An intensive survey is 
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therefore called for at an early date. If it is not possible’ to —
